Darst left no doubt of his+belief 
that “the best interests of the city 
will be served by the adoption of 
the new charter.” 

In thus disclosing his position, 
he was fulfilling a promise he 
made last July 6 when he signed 
the ordinance submitting the 
charter at the primary. Until last 
night, however, he had main- 
tained a strict silence on what 
that position would be, while he 
conferred with city department 
heads, legal advisers and mem- 
bers and counsel of the Board of 
Freeholders. 

Supporters of Chater Cheered. 


Charter proponents were cheered 
by the announcement. They be- 
lieve some Democratic ward and 
precinct workers who have shown 
signs of weakening in their oppo- 
sition to the charter y follow 
the Mayor’s lead and either sup- 
port the proposal or take a neu- 
tral: position on the issue. 

In indorsing the charter, Mayor 
Darst dwelt at some length on 
the extension of “home rule” pro- 
vided by the document. He noted 
that the city’s right to govern 
itself had been whittled away 
from time to time in the years 
since 1914 by court decisions and 
legislative action, and he praised 
the attempt of the Freeholders to 
restore some of those lost rights. 


Denying the charter was 
either extreme or radical, he 
said the changes made by it had 
been recommended by various 
independent survey groups over 
a number of years. 


He listed what he regarded as 
the major improvements: Great- 
er home rule; the combining 
of authority with responsibility; 
grouping together related func- 

_ tions in a logical manner to 
promote greater efficiency; sim- 
plification of the citizen’s busi- 
ness with his local government 
and improvement of the city’s 
financial procedures. He con- 
cluded with a plea to his fellow 
citizens to vote in favor, of the 
charter. 


The text of his speech follows: 
“My fellow citizens: 

“The Missouri Constitution pro- 
vides that the people of St. Louis 
may adopt a charter to govern 
themselves. We are known as a 
constitutional ‘home. rule’ city— 
in fact, ours is the first in the 
United States. This is a precious 
privilege, one that must be used 
wisely and protected against those 
forces which would diminish it. 
Most of the other cities of Mis- 
souri are wholly dependent upon 
the State legislature for their 
powers. 

Importance of Charter. 

“The unusual power vested by 
the constitution in the citizenry 
of St. Louis implies a correspond- 
ing obligation to exercise the 
right to vote at every opportunity 
in the furtherance of ‘home rule.’ 
The cornerstone of ‘home rule’ is 
the City Charter. Once adopted, 
it becomes the organic law of the 
city under which all departments 
and agencies of your city govern- 
ment must operate. The Mayor 
and another officials of your city 
must look to the charter for their 
powers, duties and responsibili- 
ties. The Board of Aldermen, 
our legislative body, not only re- 
ceives its powers from the Char- 
ter, but is limited\in the extent

CITY EARNINGS TAX 
COLLECTION. ENDS 
TOMORROW NIGHT 


The city’s authority to levy the 
one-half of one per cent tax on 
gross earnings of individuals and 
on net profits of business firms 
will expire at midnight tomorrow. 
As a result, thousands of St. 
Louis wage earners and non-resi- 
dents working in the city, as well 
as firms doing business here, will 
me longer -be required to pay the 
ax. 

The city will lose its second 
most important revenue source. 
The tax has yielded about $7,000.,- 
000 annually; Only real estate 
taxes have returned more revenue 
for city operations. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst ap- 
pealed unsuccessfully to Gov. For- 
rest Smith to call a special ses- 
sion of the state legislature to 
authorize continuation of the tax: 
As a stopgap measure, the 
Board of Aldermen authorized 
diversion of about $3,296,000 from 
debt retirement revenues te the 
city’s general operating fund. 
This action, on recommendation 
of the Mayor and his Committee 
on City Finance, is expected to 
reduce the anticipated deficit for 
4 1950-51 fiscal year to $247,-

ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 


| About 4.5 per cent of the 372,- 
000 housing units in the St. Louis 
area were found to be inadequate 
or unsafe ag shelter by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, United 
States Department of Labor, in a 
comprehensive housing survey 
conducted in the metropolitan 
district last December. 

The survey report, made public 
yesterday, declared such condi- 
tions were found in 7 per cent of 
all rental, units, as compared to 
2.3 per cent in owner-occupied 
properties. Nine out of every 10 
dwellings reported as inadequate 
or unsafe were built prior to 1920. 


The area covered by the survey 
included St. Louis City and most 
of the municipalities and devel- 
oped communities in St. Louis 
county and St. Clair and Madison 
counties on the East Side. 

Lack of Bath Facilities. 


The report showed that 34.6 
per cent of all rental units were 
without complete bath facilities, 
as compared to 11.4 per cent for 
owner-occupied residences. An 
over-all average of 25 per cent 
did not have at least one complete 
bathroom. Slightl: less’ than 6 
per cent were equipped with run- 
ning water, but had no bath or 
toilet facilities. 

The report pointed out that 
90.2 per cent of all housing in 
the area had been built prior to 
1940, including 61.6 per cent 
constructed before 1920. Only 
5.9 per cent of the dwellings 
were built in 1940-46, and the 
remaining 2.3 per cent were con- 
structed in 1947 and since. 

The average monthly rent for 
housing in the St. Louis area 
last December was $33.40. About 
a*fourth of the tenants paid $18 
a month or less. Another fourth 
paid $42.50 a month or more. 

The rent varied somewhat by 
type of:structure. Average’ rent 
for a single-family home _ was 
$32.05 Dwelling units in two-, 
three- or four-family buildings 
rented on the average at. $29.58. 
The rentals for apartments in the 
larger multifamily buildings av- 
eraged $45.07. 

83.5 Pct. Rented Unfurnished. 


The report showed that 83.5 
per cent of the tenant-occupied 
dwellings were rented  unfur- 
nished, at an average cost of 
$31.42 a month. Rents for partly 
or completely furnished units av- 
eraged $43.51. 

Housing built before 1940 
brought iMcomp: rentals of $32.16 


a monthgicompared with an av- 
erage of ($59.47 for units con- 
structed in 1940 and after. 

The report stated only 1.3 per 
cent of the units in the area were 
vacant last December. Habitable 
unoccupied dwellings were only 
1.1 per cent of the total. Four- 
tenths of 1 per cent were avail- 
able for renting, a similar number 
were for sale, and three-tenths of 
1 per cent had been xented or 
sold but not yet occupied, or were 
—— because of litigation or 
proba 

The study was based-on data 
from 8400 residential units se- 
lected to represent all sections 
and types‘ of structures in the 
area. Such dwellings as trailers, 
tourist courts, low-income public 
housing, rooming houses and ho- 
tels were excluded.

WASHINGTON, July 15—Com- 
plete confidence that an extensive 
bridgehead can be held in South 
Korea and the enemy ultimately 
pushed back was expressed today 
by Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Army 
chief of staff, and Gen. Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg, chief of staff of the 
Air Force. They returned from 
Korea earlier today. 

Following a conference at Blair 
House with President Truman 
they told a press conference at 
the Pentagon that new and effec- 
tive anti-tank weapons had been 
flown over and were now in the 
hands of the troops. si 

“There is no question but that 
we are up against tough opposi- 
tion, well-trained and well-led,” 


Gen. Collins said, “but I am 
equally confident that the situa- 
tion can be stabilized in Korea be- 


fore very long. The troops first 
sent to Korea did an exception- 
ally fine job. Sure they were 
green, They were not freed from 
occupation duties until six months 
ago when we began training them 
and bringing them up to 
strength.” 

Praises Service Co-operation. 

Gen. Collins added, “While it 
will not be an easy task, I have 
not the slightest doubt in the 
world that we shall hold an exten- 
sive area in Korea.” 

He praised the co-operation be- 
tween Navy, Army and Air Force 
and said that Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur told him he had received 
100 per cent co-operation from 
the Air Force. 

Gen. Vandenberg reported that 
a new wing-tip tank 13 feet long 
enabled F-80s operating from Ja- 
pan to spend about one hour in 


He said that an Air Force offi- 
cer whose name he did not give 
had received the Legion of Merit 
for the invention. 

Credit to Air Support. 

“Gen. Walton Walker, com- 
mander of the forces in the field, 
said that the action of the Air 
Force in support of the Army was 
a great contributing factor to the 
ability of the Army to hold the 
ground they had held so far,” 
Gen. Vandenberg said. 

Gen. Vandenberg took up sev- 
eral points of criticism which 
have been directed at the Air 
Force lately. 

He said that officers in the 
field were emphatic that the F-80 
was not too fast to, distinguish 
targets. 

Dealing with eyewitness ac- 
counts of the failuré of rocket 
and bazooka fire to knock out 
enemy tanks,. he said: 

“There have been: a few in- 
stances of rockets launched from 
too low an altitude bouncing off 
tanks. But: when the plane gets 
an opportunity to get in a proper 
attack they have knocked out 
heavy tanks.” 

Questioned on Tanks. 

Questioned afterWard, .Gen. 
Vandenberg said they had 
knocked out all types of tanks 
including heavies. 

Gen. Collins, however, re- 
marked than only medium tanks 
had been identified. 

Gen. Vandenberg praised the 
efficacy of the naphalm (fire) 
bomb. 

“It destroys the crew an 
up the ignition system,” he said. 
“If tanks are clustered, one 
napalm bomb will get more than 
one tank.”

PUT AT 8000 T0 9000;

WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP) 
HE Army said today that 

T North Korean casualties 
are estimated between 

8000 and 9000 up to July 13. 

In the same period, since the 
opening of hostilities, Gen. 
Douglas -MacArthur has an- 
nounced that American cas- 
ualties were less than 500. 

An Army spokesman said 
the figure for Red Korean 
losses, including killed, wound- 
ed and missing, probably con- 
tains some margin of. error, 
but that it is “pretty close to 
the truth.”’ 

The spokesman said he had 
no éstimate of South Korean 
casualties. 

The Army revealed that the 
original estimate of North Ko- 
rean tanks should have’ been 
about 300, instead of 100. 

An Army briefing officer 
said American authorities are 
unable to confirm the use of 
any North Korean tank bigser 
than the T-34 which weighs 
about 35 tons. Front-line re- 
ports from South Korea have 
mentioned tanks up to 60 tons.

TOKYO, Sunday, July 16 (UP) 
—North Korean trocps in two 
savage attacks threw a three-way 
squeeze on Taejon today, striking 
at one point to within eight to 
10 miles of the city. 

In the sector held by the South 
Koreans to the northeast the en- 
emy brought Taejon airfield un- 
der artillery fire and threatened 
to sweep on south to cut the 
Taejon-Pusan supply highway. 
The Communist radio said Amer- 
ican staff officers were abandon- 
ing Taejon. 

The heaviest fighting was in 
the American sector to the west 
and northwest where the Com- 
munists extended their bridge- 
head across the Kum river to 15 
miles and began a wide end run 
south around the American lines. 


Retreat to Peaks Reported. 


- Front reports said the Ameri- 
cans gave up the western half of 
their Kum river line and began 
falling back through the moun- 
tains to Taejon. 

Correspondents at the front 
said the Communists were expect- 
ed to try to close their pincers 
on Taejon within the next 24 
hours. 

The North Koreans tried all 
Saturday night to crack the Amer- 
ican Kum river line north and 
west-by-north of Taejon, but with- 
out success. United States Eighth 
Army headquarters announced 
this morning that the Yanks in 
that area were holding firm. 

A front dispatch said the Com- 
munists started their big attack 
along the central and eastern sec- 
tors of the American line at 9:30 
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Russian emergency, it was. said, 
but will not put the country on 
a full war footing. 

Final decisions on the precise 
steps to be taken will be made by 
Truman by Tuesday at the latest, 
some. responsible informants said, 
and the message t6 Congress will 
go forward immediately there- 
after.

Staff Chiefs Report. 


Information vital to the final 
decisions was given the President 
and other leaders today by Gen.

returned this morning from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters and the Korean battlefront. 
Called to the Blair House to 
hear Gens. Collins and Vanden- 
berg report to the President, 
were Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson, Deputy Secretary Ste- 
phen Early, the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force: 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, chief 
of naval operations. 

The session lasted 45 minutes 
and produced no announcement.

Forrest C. Donnell is so definitely viewed as a certainty that there 
has been virtually no interest in the Republican senatorial campaign. 


Two late developments have 


complicated the Democratic sit- 
uation, creating an even greater 
uncertainty on the outcome of 
the contest. Hennings should

the other, but the difficulty of 
evaluating the comparative force 
of each has the political sooth- 
Sayers puzzled. 


Indication of City Vote: 


The sudden spurt in.the cam- 
paign for the adoption of the 
City Charter, the election on 
which is Aug. 1, the same day 
as’ the primary, indicates a pos- 
sible total vote approaching 175,- 
000 in the city, with the proba- 
_ bility that more than half of it 

will be a Democrtatic primary 
vote. If this should be the case 
Hennings might pile up a lead of 
close to 50,000 in the city, instead 
of the 20,000 or so he might have 
expected had it not been for the 
charter election. 


‘The other late development is 
_ President Truman’s handling of 
the Korean situation. This might 
well prove. of advantage to 
Allison in that there could be

Possibility of Change. 

While the assessable political 
phase of the campaign—the divi- 
sion of the support of the 
practical working politicians 
throughout the state—does not 
indicate a marked advantage for 
either Allison or Hennings, the 
reaction of the inarticulate -voters 
to the late developments and to 
other uncertainties could change 
a seemingly close race to a one- 
sided one.

Fighting Spirit Not Aroused. 

None of these questions can be 
“answered for certain, principally 
because neither Allison nor Hen- 
nings has been able, or has even 
attempted, to arouse a fighting 
spirit among the voters. Aside 
from those persons always direct- 
ly identified with partisan poli- 
tics and political manipulation, 
there has been slight interest in 
the campaign and very little dis- 
cussion of it. 

The Allison organization is re- 
ported to be under considerable 
uncertainty as to whether it 
would be advisable to have the 
President come to Missouri to 
wind up the campaign for his 
candidate. It wants a strong last- 
minute indorsement from Tru- 
man in the atmosphere of a well- 
organized whooped-up campaign 
meeting, but there are some 
within their ranks who fear 
there would be a public feeling 
that the President should stay 
on the job in Washington and 
not come traipsing to Missouri to 
make a political speech. 

There is no doubt that there 
was considerable resentment 
among Democrats early in the 
campaign over the President's 
action in picking Allison for the 
nomination, and demanding that 
the party follow his dictation. 
This may have lessened some as

‘ Allison’s part as a member of 
the State Senate Committee on 
Education in preventing a Senate 
vote on a bill to admit Negroes 
to the State University and 
Teachers Colleges for courses not 
available at Lincoln University, 
antagonized Negro leaders and 
the indications have been that he 
would Jose to Hennings the ma- 
jor portion of the big Negro 
vote in the state. 
However, that question may 
have lost some of its importance 
as a campaign issue since the de- 
cision of Judge Sam C. Blair in 
the Cole County Circuit Court 
holding that as a matter of legal 
right Negroes were entitled to 
admission to the higher educa- 
tional institutions for courses 
not provided at Lincoln. 
Allison’s record in the State 
Senate has been a major issue 
throughout the campaign, and, be- 
cause of the fact that it was in 
conflict with public opinion in 
many respects, has been mostly 
ignored by him in his speeches. 
He was one of the staunchest 
supporters of the attempt to 
“steal” the governorship from 
Forrest Donnell in 1941. He sup- 
ported the bill to double the gas- 
oline tax, with its accompanying 
provision for construction of rural 
roads by political county courts. 
He supported the position of the 
small loan lobby in its efforts to 
legalize high interest ratesy on 
small loans. He supported the 
Lauf amendment to repeal the 
non-partisan court plan and re- 
turn the selection of judges to 
politics. He evinced little inter- 
est as a member of the Senate in 
problems peculiar to St. Louis, 
and on one occasion voted against 
legislation to promote the devel- 
opment of the metropolitan. St. 
Louis area. 

G.O.P. Vote in Primary. 

Republicans voting in the Dem- 
ocratic primary could be the de- 
ciding factor, but there is no way 
to tell how that vote, which might 
be 25,000 to 30,000, will divide 
as between Allison and Hennings. 

Usually this vote is mostly in 
about 40 counties in which the 
Democratic majorities are s0 
large that the Republicans do not 
have local county tickets, but this 
year it is expected to be much 
larger than normal and to be more 
widely distributed over the state 
because of almost total lack of 
interest in the Republican pri- 
mary. 

It is known that in some areas 
Republican leaders have been at- 
tempting to direct this vote to 
Allison with the argument that 
Allison would be a much weaker 
candidate in the general election 
than Hennings and that Allison‘s 
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the primary would amount to a 
repudiation of Truman. 

With the exception of St. Louis, 
where a heavy vote is now ex- 
pected, the indications are that 
there igs a general lack of inter- 
politics out through the 
state. 
With the voters so obviously 
apathetic the uncertainties as to 
the outcome of the campaign in- 
crease. Normally the total Demo- 
cratic vote in a state primary in 
a non-presidential election year is 
about 300,000 sometimes a little 
more, sometimes a little less. In 
view of the larger vote than usual 
in St. Louis, the total this year 
probably will be considerably in 
excess of 300,000 but it is not apt 
to go to 400,000.

1950 than in any other six 
months of American history. 
The number was 687,000. 

Also, June rolled up the 
highest monthly total of home-

Those figures, which are pre- 
liminary estimates, were an- 
nounced today by the Labor 
Department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. They showed that 
homebuilders have kept right 
on breaking records as the 
1950 construction boom con- 
tinued. 

The BLS said late reports 
might raise the preliminary es- 
timate of 687,000 for the Jan- 
uary-June period even higher. 
Even now this figure is 53 per 
cent above the 449,000 new 
homes started in the first half 
of last year.

MIAMI, Fla., July 15—What is 
life like in one of the most exclu- 
sive hotels in America—a hotel 
which its owner describes as 
“ultra-exclusive”—when the prob- 
lem of gambling crops up during

Meyer Schine, who said that he 
personally “resented gambling op- 
erations,” told of his problems 
before the Senate Crime Investi- 
gating Committee here this week. 
Schine, ‘who lives in Gloverville, 
N.Y., is a member of a famiily cor- 
poration which controls hotels 
and theaters in Florida, New 
York and Los Angeles. 

In a soft voice tinged with sad- 
ness, Schine related that the man- 
ager of one of the chain’s most 
exclusive hotels, the Boca Raton 
Club and Hotel at Boca Raton in 
Palm Beach county, called him in 
New York in 1947 and told him it 
“was impossible to keep the book- 
makers out of the hotel.”

fact all the hotel employes—who 
persisted in petting operations 
despite all precautions and adroit 
handling. 

“The guests complained bit- 
terly,” Schine said. “Some of 
them didn’t like swimming or 
fishing and they found themselves 
with nothing to do. 

“We made a deal with Frank 
Erickson, or someone else, and 
had bookmaking at the Boca Ra- 
ton,” Schine testified. “This elim- 
inated the help sneaking around, 
taking bets, giving tips, causing 
confusion, and disrupting things. 
We decided that it would be best 
for one man to run it all and 
then all the confusion would 
stop.” Erickson, New York book- 
maker is serving a two-year prison 
term for gambling. 

“Who actually handled it to 
avoid all the trouble?” asked Ru- 
dolph Halley, chief counsel for 
the Kefauver committee in his 
examination of Schine. 

The witness replied that Joha 
O'Rourke, Palm Beach gambler 
and partner of Erickson, was 
granted the gambling concession 
at the Boca Raton Club, patron- 
ized by many St. Louisans who 
winter in the St. Louis colony at 
Palm Beach, for $10,000 one year 
and $20,000 the following year, 
beginning in 1947. 

Bellboys ceased hissing around | 
corners at guests, the kitchen 
help settled down to their meal 
preparations, but still the scheme | 
did not work. As a result the con- 
cession plan at the hotel was | 
dropped last year. Schine ne- 
glected to say that “the heat” 
went on at that time as the re- 
sult of a campaign of the Miami 
newspapers, the Herald and the 
News, the Crime Commission of 
greater Miami, and disclosure of 
the situation by the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

At the Roney Plaza, in Miami 
Beach, the situation was just as 
hectic, Schine related. The Roney 
Plaza is less exclusive than the 
Boca Raton Club but its prob- 
lems were just as bad with the 
guests, bellboys, elevator op- 
erators and other employes 
“sneaking around and making 
book,” the hotel owner com- 
plained. 

In 1944, Schine said, the Roney 
Plaza rented out a cabana for 
bookmaking purposes without his 
knowledge, and when he found 
out what was going on he 
“cleaned house.” 

The ever-complaining guests 

again forced a change in the 
management’s plan of operation. 
The management executed a lease 
to Harold Salvey, one of the six 
operators of the notorious S & G 
gambling syndicate of Miami 


Beach. | 

Cigar Business Overshadowed, 

The lease was for $5000 for 
operation of a cigar stand but 
Schine found they were doing 
much more business in horserace 
handbooking than cigars so he 
canceled the lease. 

“T allowed them to stay and 
gave them their money back with 
the understanding there would 
be no more bookmaking. There 


wasn’t. They sold cigars and 
cigarettes only.” 
However, in 1947, -Manager 


Lang again complained it was 
impossible -to keep the book- 
makers out, the guests in, and 
the employes happy. So, a deal 
was made with Erickson. 

Schine said Erickson paid the 
hotel nearly $50,000 a year for the 
concession. It continued the fol- 
lowing year and “then it closed 
out for good.” Schine said he 
knew Erickson “only casually.” 
‘He said Erickson, whom he met 
only infrequently'in the lobbies 
of his hotels and in the barber 
shop of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 
in New York, once suggested to 
him that “the help and guests 
were so bad — a

The regulation, which covers 
enlistees, inductees and officers 
in the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
provides that any man entering 
the military service be required 
to sign a loyalty certificate.

BREW YORK, July 15—The 
strike of the New York News- 
paper Guild against the Scripps- 
Howard World-Telegram and Sun, 
paralyzing the newspaper since 
June 13, has shaped up as a bit- 
ter-end, employe -management 
fight, with both sides seemingly 
ready and willing to continue the 
struggle until one or the’ other 
is starved into submission, re- 
gardless of the cost of victory. 

For the first recorded time in 
newspaper annals, all mechanical 
department employes and others 
belonging to AFL craft unions 
have refused to cross picket lines 
drawn by the CIO American 
Newspaper Guild, composed of 
news and office forces, business 
and advertising department work- 
ers, switchboard and elevator op- 
erators and other “white collar” 
wage-earners. 


When publication of the news- 
paper was suspended, spokesmen 
for both sides charged bad faith 
on the part of the other. Manage- 
ment asserted the strikers were 
using the company as a “guinea 
pig” to test the power of con- 
certed union action. Guild lead- 
ers retorted the publisher had 
refused to offer a_ satisfactory 
contract and was trying to 
“break” the union. 

Immediate Cause of Strike. 

The immediate cause of the 
now 33-day-old walkout was fail- 
ure of negotiators to agree after 
weeks of inconclusive debate on 
clauses of a new contract dealing 
with “job security” and compul- 
sory union membership. Differ- 
ences involving wages, hours and 
other matters affecting 425 Guild 
members at the plant were not 
considered irreconcilable. 

Whatever the original griev- 
ances, they have been dwarfed by 
the proportions which the “uni- 
fied strategy” of organized labor 
has given to the strike. That 
either. faction is prepared to pay 
dearly for victory is evident. The 
newspaper, which shortly after 
its purchase of The Sun had ele- 


vated its evening ¢irculation in a 


narrowing field to more than 600,- 


}000, stands to lose hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in revenue. 

The conflict is the 
Guild about $22,500 a week. Fi- 
nancial support from other union 
organizations is certain, as the 
contributions to the Guild strike 
fund bear witness. The United 
Steel Workers sent $16,000 prom- 
ising more; United Mine Workers 
pledged $5000 weekly for four 
weeks; the United Auto Workers 
subscribed $1500 a week for the 
duration and the Amalgamated 
| Garment Workers guaranteed 
$3000 a week for five weeks. 
Other lesser sums have been re- 
ceived. 


Additionally, the New York 
local of the Guild had a $31,000 
“war chest” when the strike be- 
gan. It draws $5000 weekly on 
request from the international’s 
$50,000 strike fund. A 5 per cent 
payroll levy was made on about 
7000 New York members, exclud- 
ing strikers, to produce about 
$12,000 monthly. Another $40,- 
000 a month is anticipated from 
ithe monthly international assess- 
‘ment of $1 from each member 
.earning less than $30 a week and 
$2 from higher brackets. 

Where Money Goes. 

Of the total expenditures, the 
lion’s share is for strike bene- 
fits. Unmarried strikers receive 
$25 weekly; married members re- 
ceive $40 weekly with additional 
payments for dependents for spe- 
cial necessities. 
been made for loans in emer- 
gencies. The remainder of the 
$22,500 budget is reserved for 
telephones and other equipment, 
and advertising. 

Those union expenditures —in- 
volved in waging the strike do not 
include “relief benefits” to be 
paid respective craft union mem- 
bers made jobless by avoiding the 
picket line. These sums, paid 
after seven out-of-work weeks, 
range from $20 to the typograph- 
er’s benefit of $60 weekly to mar- 
ried members. Both strikers and 
abstainers may collect $26 a week 
State unemployment insurance for 
26 weeks after being seven weeks 
off the job.

Statements by Both Sides. 


Representatives of Roy W. How- 
ard, president and editor of 
Scripps-Howard newspapers, as- 
serted.they offered the Guild “as 
good a contract as any in the 
city.” The publisher’s proposal 
would advance minimum pay 
rates from $1 to $3.50 a week, 
bringing top minimums to $13.50 
weekly, a figure equal to that at 
other New York newspapers ex- 
cept the New York Post, where 


ithe most recently negotiated 


Guild contract fixed a $117 top 
minimum. 


Guild negotiators declared 
some proffered lower bracket 
minimums were substandard but 
the principal dispute was on the 
Guild demand for a “Guild shop,” 
whereby a specified percentage of 
employes must belong to the 
union, and the “security clause,” 
which would permit the organi- 
zation to bring to arbitration any 
“firings” deemed unjustified by 
the union. 

The World-Telegram manage- 
ment would not accept either 
clause. Managements contended 
the security clause would deprive 
it of the right to determine the 
worth and number of the paper's 
personnel. It argued that adop- 
tion of the “Guild Shop” would 
place management in the position 
of compelling unwilling employes 
to join the union. 

Jay Nelson Tuck, president of 


the New York Guild local, told 
the Post-Dispatch that reports 
were unfounded that the Scripps- 
Howard organization was selected 
for a major strike, when the Guild 
was prepared to wield the weapon 
of unified action, because of what 
labor considered Roy Howard’s 
consistent antagonism to unions. 
He said the “paper was struck be- 
cause it had the worst contract in 
the city,” and that the strike vote 
of the unit was conclusive. 

Some of the least enthusiastic 
in the beginning, have become the 
staunchest workers, Tuck said, de- 
nying rumors of defection. Craft 
union “respect” of the picket line 
came as no surprise, he added. Al- 
though it was not assured in ad- 
vance, he said, the move toward 
unity had been discussed at meet- 
ings of the United Labor Commit- 
tee for Political Action, organized 
here to promote AFL and CIO co- 
operation. 


Members of five craft unions— 
typographers, machinists, press- 
men, photo-engravers and stereo- 
typers—have ignored demands of 
the New York Publishers’ Associa- 
tion to return to duty in com- 
pliance with existing contracts 
with the Association pledging to 
refrain from “sympathy strikes.” 
Union heads said they were re- 
lieved of responsibility as their 
“lives would be endangered” by 
crossing picket lines. Maintenance 
men have declined to enter the 
plant at the request of manage- 
ment to halt progressive deteriora- 
tion of machinery. 


Meetings with the Federal con- 
ciliator of Guild and management 
are held weekly. Each has in- 
variably ended with announce- 
ment that no progress toward set- 
tlement has been made.

Voters Will Decide Aug. I: 
Patronage for Politicians, 
Or Basic Needs of the City 


Charter Written by Freeholders to Centralize Authority in 
Mayor, Simplify Administration, Provide for Fiscal 
Reform, Extend Democratic Home Rule and Build Better

OOD city government in St. Louis will be put to the test at the polls Aug. 
Voters will accept or reject the new city charter modernizing the struc- 


1, 
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In favor of the new charter are many 
eommunity-minded citizens. It is favored by 
organizations representing labor, business 
-and churches, by civic groups and patriotic 
groups and by farsighted leaders of both 
major political parties. : 


The charter is opposed by a small—but 
powerful coterie of “practical politicians” 
who fear inroads on their power. The char- 
ter would reduce political patronage and 
centralize authority, where it could be 
watched by the people. This, some poli- 
ticians fear. 

In fighting adoption of the charter they 
will be aided by public apathy, in the heat 
of midsummer. Charter proponents believe 
the date for voting on the charter was chosen 
by the Board of Aldermen with that hope in 
mind. ; 

But a vigorous campaign for adoption of 
the new St. Louis charter is under way. The 
campaign is headed jointly by a Democrat— 
former Police Board President H. Sam 
Priest—and by a Republican—former Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann. The charter is gaining 
support daily. 

The goal is a democratic objective—to get 
out the vote. Charter campaigners hope to 
swamp the self-interested politicians’ vote 
with a large outpouring of public sentiment. 
Even a citizen who does not wish to vote in 
the primary may go to the polls Aug. 1, ask 
for a charter ballot only, and declare his will. 

‘Supporters of the new city charter believe 
a large vote will be an informed vote—and 
will assure adoption of the charter by a safe 


majority.

A city charter is the basic, organic mu- 
nicipa] law, serving the city in the same 
manner that a constitution serves a nation. 
It defines the city’s powers and authority 
and prescribes its form of government. 

Present operations of the city are governed 
by a charter adopted in 1914. The govern- 
mental machinery it established proved ade- 
quate to the tasks imposed on it for a num- 
ber of years, but in the era of the depression, 
when new burdens began to be assumed by 
government—muunicipal, state and national— 
the aging machinery: began to develop some 
serious knocks. 

In 1941 a citizens’ commission undertook a 
survey of the machinery. With the assistance 
of professional consultants on government, it 
found, among other things, a dispersion of 
powers among several governing authorities, 
division of authority and responsibility, an 
illogical grouping of functions, am excessive 
number of boards and commissions, the elec- 

tion of men to offices that were purely ad- 
ministrative in character and general disunity 
and lack of co-ordination in administration. 

The commission decided the machinery 
needed a complete overhaul rather than mere 
amendatory tinkering here and there, but be- 
fore any steps could be taken in that direc- 
tion the country was plunged into war and 

governmental refo@m yielded the spotlight to 
events upon a larger stage. 

With the end of the war two things oc- 
curred to focus attention once more on the 
city’s governmental problems. One of these 
was a growing financial crisis common to 
most large cities as state and national gov- 
ernments appropriated most new sources of 
tax revenue. The other was the adoption of 
a new State Constitution in 1945. 

One provision of the new Constitution gave 
to counties of more than 85,000. population 
the right to set up home rule charters 
through the election of boards of freeholders 
to frame such documents., Another provision 
recognized St. Louis as both a city and 
county and specifically authorized it to 
amend or replace its charter. St. Louisans 
were not slow to seize the opportunity thus 
presented and last year a board of 13 Free- 
holders was elected. - Fairly representative of 
both major parties, the members included a 

‘college professor with experience as a city 
official, five lawyers, two housewives, three 
labor leaders, an insurance executive and a 
railroad freight agent. 

They set to work on April 21, 1949, and on 
April 5 last, one year from the date of the 
election at which they were chosen, the Free- 


holders filed the completed charter with the | 


City Register and the Board of Aldermen. 

The changes that would be made by the 
new charter fall into four broad classifica- 
tions: 

1. Centralization of administrative au- 
thority in the Mayor. 

2. Simplification and streamlining of the 
administrative structure. 

3. Fiscal reform. 

4. Extension of home rule.

Authority Centralized 


HEN the Freeholders sat down to their 
task they were confronted by a basic 
decision on the form of government to. 
be established. Despite some sentiment for a 
city manager-council form, like that in use 
in University City and Kansas City, the Free- 
holders decided that tradition and preference 
called for continuation here of the stro 
‘Mayor-council set-up. ee 
Although the Mayor, as head of the city 
‘administration, is held accountable by the 
voters for everything his administration does, 
the Freeholders found that all too often his |

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executive powers were shared with others, 
and the lines of authority from the operating 
level back up to the Mayor were sometimes 
broken by independent boards, agencies and 
other elected officials. 

Take, for exarhple, the budget. This is the 
executive department’s estimate of what it 
will cost to carry out the policies and services 
established by the legislative branch. Yet, 
the budget today is not wholly within the 
Mayor’s control. It must be approved by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, of 
which the Mayor is only one of three ex- 
officio members. The others are the Comp- 
troller and the President of the Board of 
Aldermen, both elective officials and, there- 
fore, not accountable to the Mayor. 

The Freeholders’ solution was to abolish 
the Comptroller’s office and place the Budget 
Director in a department of finance headed 
by a finance director appointed by the Mayor. 
This step was criticized by Comptroller Mil- 
ton Carpenter on the ground it woulddestroy 
the present system of checks and balances. 

“In banking,” Carpenter explained, ‘“‘the 
comptroller is never beholden to the bank 
president but reports to the board of di- 
rectors. This is simply good business prac- 
tice. A spendthrift Mayor and a finance di- 
rector who had to follow him might bankrupt 
the city.” 

As if anticipating such criticism, the 
Freeholders established certain expendi- 
ture controls, described later in this article, 
and they created a new office of auditor. 
Required to be a certified public account- 
ant, the auditor would be appointed by the 
Board of Aldermen for a four-year term 
during which he could be removed only for 
incompetency, neglect of duty or malfea- 
sance, and then only after a full hearing 
by the Board. 

The auditor would be required to make an 
annual audit of the city’s general fiscal books 
and records, and would audit the fiscal trans- 
actions of all departments and agencies at 
least once every four years. In addition, he 
would serve as a kind of “watchdog” for the 
Aldermen on the operations of the adminis- 
trative department, making any investigations 
of city departments or agencies requested by 
the city’s lawmakers. He would have the 
right, with aldermanic approval, to employ 
temporary counsel for legal advice and the 
conduct of any litigation in which he might 
become embroiled, without depending on the 
City Counselor. 

In strengthening the Mayor, the Free- 
holders also set up an additional safe- 
guard by making it easier for the people to 
remove him or any other elected official. 
In the case of an officiaj elected from the 
city at large, like the Mayor, President of 
the Board of Aldermen, Sheriff or Circuit 
Clerk, the number of signatures required 
on recall petitions would be reduced from 
20 to 10 per cent of all registered electors 
in the last mayoral election. The total 
would have to include 10 (instead of 20 per 
cent) of the registered voters in each of 
one-half (instead of two-thirds) of the 28 
wards. 

As a further step in concentrating author- 
ity in the Mayor, the charter would merge 
within the department of finance the present 


offices of Collector of Revenue, License Col- | 
lector and Treasurer. As elective officials, | 
these officers are accountable only to the | 
voters every four years, and there is certain | 
to be a court fight on this provision if the | 
charter is adopted. Yet their duties are) 
purely administrative and no more or less im-| 
portant than those performed by heads of 
such depaftments as Public Utilities, Public 
Safety, Assessor and others now appointed by 
the Mayor. 

It is this move, probably more than any 
other, which has aroused the opposition of 
the practical politicians, for its effect 
would be to place the employes of these 
offices in the city’s classified service and 


under the protection of Civil Service. The

removal of about 150 jobs from the patron- 
age list would strike a body blow at the 
politicians, for patronage is the life blood 
of politics. Precinct workers are notably 
loath to get out and labor at electioneering 
unless there is the promise of a job in the 
event of victory. The removal of these 
positions would leave about 350 jobs scat- 
tered among the 10 so-called “county of- 
fices” as the last “spoils” of victory. 


The Mayor’s salary would be raised from 
the present $10,000 to $18,000 annually in 
view of the increased time he must devote to 
the job, but the rise would not become ef- 
fective until the expiration of the present 
term of Mayor Joseph M. Darst. The charter 
would also give the Mayor for the first time 
a chief administrative ‘officer to help co- 
ordinate and improve the administration of 
the various offices, and to carry out the exe- 
cutive policies of the Mayor.

Administration Streamlined 


HE administrative branch of the city gov- 
T ernment embraces the operating units— 

the departments that actually provide the 
services the taxpayer receives for his money. 
If they are operated efficiently, the taxpayer 
gets good value for his tax dollar. If they 
are inefficient, if their functions overlap and 
duplicate each other, he pays too much for 
the services. 

The Freeholders would reduce the number 
of appointed officers and boards from 42 to 
22 and would eliminate ex-officio member- 
ship of city officials on boards and commis- 
sions. The Mayor would appoint the follow- 
ing administrative officers: chief administra- 
tive officer, City Counselor, director of fi- 
nance, director of health and welfare, director 
of parks and recreation, Director of Person- 
nel, director of public works, director of 
regulation and inspection, director of water 
service and Fire Chief. 

The following boards and commissions 
would also be appointed by the Mayor: avia- 
tion commission, board of adjustment and 
building appeals, board of air pollution con- 
trol, board of equalization; board of finance, 
board of health, board of liquor control, 
board of parks and recreation, board of wel- 
fare, City Plan Commission, Civil Service 
Commission. 

The City Marshal, Judges of the two city 
courts and the Clerk of the city courts would 
also be mayoral appointees, as at present. 

All fiscal operations of the city—assess- 
ment and collection of taxes, purchasing of 
supplies, and the custody, budgeting and 
disbursement of funds—would be central- 
ized in a department of finance. As these 
functions are now scattered among four or 
five offices, the Freeholders believe this 
step would promote efficiency and make 
easier the average citizen’s dealings with 
the city’s various taxing and licensing 
bodies. 

Within the department would be a division 
of accounts and control under a controller, 
a division of the budget under a budget di- 
rector, a division of the treasury under a 
treasurer, division of purchasing under a 
purchasing agent, division of assessment 
under an assessor and a division of adminis- 
trative services under a city clerk. The last 
named would have the duties now performed 
by the City Register ‘and, in addition, would 
provide mail, messenger, addressing, dupli- 
cating, stenographic and other office services 
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A Democrat see 
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to various departments and agencies where 
practicable. 

As with finances, so with public works. At 
present, all proposals for construction of pub- 
lic works—buildings, sewers, streets, alleys, 
wharves—must originate in the Board of 
Public Service. The Board is composed of a 
President, appointed by the Mayor, and the 
heads of the departments of Public Welfare, 
Public Safety, Public Utilities and Streets 
and Sewers. Engineering work on plans and 
specifications is done by the Department of 
the President. 

The Freeholders have created a single 
department of public works under. a di- 
rector of public works to replace the four 
departments. It would include divisions of 
administration, engineering, streets and 
sewers, street sanitation, bridges, traffic 
engineering and street lighting, public 
buildings and automotive equipment. 


Many inspection and regulatory functions 
are performed by the city. At least three dif- 
ferent kinds of permits are required in the 
building of a home, each of them obtained in 
a different office. In the proposed depart- 
ment of regulation and inspection, all per- 
mits would be obtained from one office. 


The department would include divisions of. 


plans and permits, building inspection, air 
pollution control, weights and measures and 
liquor control. The division of air pollution 
control would unite in one division the duties 
of smoke and fly ash regulation performed by 
the present Department of Public Safety and 
the closely related control of noxious fumes 
and vapors now exercised by the division of 
health in the Department of Public Welfare. 

A board of adjustment and building appeals 
of five members, a board of air pollution con- 
trol of seven and a three-man board of liquor 
control, appointed by the Mayor from prop- 
erly qualified candidates, would hear appeals 
from the decisions of the divisions in their 
respective fields. 

The present Department of Public Welfare 
would be divided into two new departments 
—health and welfare, and parks and 
recreation, ~ 

The department of health and welfare, 
under a director, would be divided into three 
divisions, publie health, hospitals and welfare, 
The division of welfare would have jurisdic- 
tion over the city’s penal institutions and 
would assume the duties and functions of the 
present Board of Children’s Guardians with 
respect to delinquent, neglected and homeleéss 
children, and the Board would be abolished. 

A five-member board of health would have 
advisory powers in public health matters and 
would hear appeals from decisions and rul- 
ings of the health commissioner. A similar 
board of welfare would have like powers with 
respect to welfare matters and the commis- 
sioner of welfare. 

It was felt by the Freeholders that the 
present division of parks and recreation was 
important enough to be raised to depart- 
mental status. Park maintenance and land- 
scaping duties on all city properties except 
some held by the water division would fall on 
the division of parks, while the division of 
recreation would be responsible for develop- 
ment of the city’s recreation program. A five- 
member board of parks and recreation would 
assist the two divisions in an advisory 
capacity. ¥ 

In raising the Fire Department from divi- 
sional to departmental status, the Freeholders 
were faced with the problem of assuring a

only four years at a time and would thus lack 
Civil Service tenure. 

To retain the “career status” of the Fire 
Chief and insure proper qualifications, the 
charter would require him to have had at 
least 20 years service in the department 
and to hold the rank of captain or higher 
at the time of his appointment. At the ex- 
piration of his term he would be restored 
to the position he held when raised to 
Chief. Maximum work week of firemen 
could not exceed the present 67.2 hours 
except in emergency of war, fire, flood, 
storm or other public calamity. 


The city is engaged in the selling of two 
important services—water and airport facill- 
ties. It was the feeling of the Freeholders 
that both the water department and the air- 
port should be operated on as businesslike 
and self-supporting a basis as possible and 
that their receipts should be segregated 
strictly from the city’s other funds and ac- 
counts. Each would make payments to the 
city equivalent to what a similar private util- 
ity would pay in taxes. This would be the 


actually received plus any wnencumbered 
balance or less any deficit estimated for the 
beginning of the budget year. 

Under this section, the Mayor would be 
required to make monthly allotments of ap- 
propriations to each department and 
agency. If advised by the directer of fi- 
nance that revenues were not going to 
equal the appropriation from any fund, 
the Mayor would be required promptly to 
reconsider all allotments and to submit to 
the Aldermen a schedule of allotment re- 
ductions. Failure of the Aldermen to act 
would constitute approval of the schedule. 

To put teeth in the present prohibition 
against payment of unlawful claims or claims 
for which there is not a sufficient unencum- 


only “profit” the city would make on the 
water system since additional revenue after 
operating expenses would be devoted to debt 
retirement, a capital replacement fund and, 
ultimately, a reduction in rates. 

The proposed water department would be 
headed by a director of water service with 
responsibility for planning, operating, main- 
taining and repairing all facilities of the 
water system. A division of water engineer- 
ing, headed by an assistant director, would 
give administrative aid and be responsible for 
all engineering and preliminary planning 
services. The present reserve of about $14.- 
000,000 for repair and replacement of facili- 
ties would be left intact despite some pres- 
sure to use the money to reduce the city's 
general deficit. 

Planning, operation and maintenance of all 
city airports and airport facilities, for the 
first time, would be entrusted to an adminis- 
trative commission instead of a division of 
the Department of Public Utilities. The five 
members of the commission would be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and would serve with- 
out pay except for reimbursement of neces- 
sary expenses. 

The commission would appoint a director 
of aviation to carry out its policies and both 
he and the assistant director named by him 
would be outside the classified service. Thus, 
if he failed to show aggressiveness and busi- 
ness acumen after a trial period, the commis- 
sion could fire him promptly and hire an- 
other man. Any profits after debt retirement 
and capital replacement would go to the 
city’s general fund. 

All city division heads would hold com- 
petitive positions in the classified service 
but department heads, with the exception of 
the Director of Personnel and Fire Chief 
would hold “excepted” positions. This means 
their salaries and job classifications would be 
fixed by the city’s comprehensive pay plan 
but they would not have tenure and would 
not be barred from political activity outside 
their offices. Also holding “excepted” posi- 
tions would be the members of the City 
Counselor’s legal staff and the clerical em- 
ployes and administrative assistants in the 
Mayor's office. 

In general, the merit system would be 
strengthened, clarified and extended to 
cover three additional city offices. By re- 
quiring the Director of Personnel to certify 
all payrolls in the classified service, the 
charter would greatly strengthen his hand 
in preventing violations of Civil Service 
rules and regulations. The prohibition against 
political contributions is restated in un- 
equivocal language and a new provision bar- 
ring any city officer or employe from mem- 
bership: on a city central committee was in- 
serted.

Fiscal Reform 


AINFULLY aware of recurrent deficits 
and financial crises, the Freeholders have 
made an attempt to place the city on a 
cash, pay-as-you-go basis through a section 
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bered balance in the appropriation, the char- 
ter would make an official violating the pro- 
hibition liable personally or on his bond and 
subject to removal from office, 

In addition to making the budget the 
Mayor’s responsibility, the charter would 
change the beginning of the fiscal year from 
the present second Tuesday in April to July 
1. The Jtly 1-to-June 30 fiscal year is in 
general use by states and the. national 
Government. 

Any deficit in the general fund on July I, 
1951, in the event the charter is ‘adopted, 
would be amortized over the next 10 years at 
the rate of 10 per cent a year. Not less than 
10 per cent of the deficit would be deducted 
each year from estimated revenues in arriv- 
ing at the amount of revenues and expendi- 
tures to be made.

Home Rule 

XPERIENCE of the city with the earn- 
Fines tax has dramatized the fact that 

in the solution of many purely local prob- 
lems, the city is all too often at the mercy 
of an indifferent rural Legislature and a 
sometimes captious governor. 

The present city earnings tax of one-half 
of one per cent expires tomorrow because 
the Legislature failed at the regular session 
to renew the city’s authority to levy it, and 
Gov. Forrest Smith refused to call a special 
session at which the omission could be 
remedied. 

Authorization for the new tax up to a 
limit of one per cent is contained in the new 
charter. The Freeholders have been advised 
by their counsel, after a study of court deci- 
sions, that assumption of the earnings tax 
power in the charter would permit the Alder- 
men to levy such a tax, within the limit 
stated, without further appeals to the Legis- 
lature. 

In this connection, it should be borne in 
mind that no tax of any kind or nature is 
levied by the charter. The charter is only 
an enabling instrument. In all cases, the 
actual levying of any tax is a decision 
reserved to the direct representatives of 
the people, the Aldermen. 

Other powers assumed by the charter, 
that have depended until now on the sanc- 
tion of state statute, include the right te 
provide for slum clearance and urban re- 
habilitation and the right to use condemna- 
tion procedures to acquire land needed for 
these purposes. 

However, home rule is most conspicuous 
by its absence in the field of the so-called 
“county offices.” These are the offices estab- 
lished by state law to perform the various 
county, administrative functions. Specifical- 
ly, they include the Circuit Attorney, Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, Clerk of the Circuit 
Court for Criminal Causes, Clerk of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Constables, 
Coroner, Prosecuting Attorney, Public Ad- 
ministrator, Recorder of Deeds and Sheriff. 

Although the city pays the bills for these 
offices, it has no control over them. They 
are elective and their terms, salaries and 
number of appointees are fixed by state 
statute. As a result, the incumbents have 
built up budget-proof and Civil Service- 
free political satrapies that are seldom dis- 
turbed except by political landslides. 

With the advice of counsel the Freeholders 
have moved to establish at least budgetary 


‘control over these offices. Many proponents 


of home rule felt the Freeholders should 
have gone further and made tae offices ap-

We'll do what we're told to do. We'll 
get mad, spread propaganda, submit to 
eontrols and, if we are asked to bear 
arms and shoot Communists, we’ll bear 
arms and shoot Communists. We'll pre- 
serve democracy and the “American 
Way of Life,” whatever those things 
are to us. And while we are at it we 
will lambast Harry Truman to our 
hearts’ content and cuss Joe Stalin till 
the world looks level.

Crime and Politics in Florida 

An alliance between gangsters and politicians, 
such as the Kefauver committee is hearing 
about in Florida, does not become less shocking 
with repetition, but rather more so. To the 
extent that it exists, criminals have got hold of 
government, with consequences that are no mys- 
tery to citizens of Missouri and Illinois. 

Three men violated Florida law to contribute 
more than $450,000 to the election campaign of 
Gov. Fuller Warren—more of a contribution in 
each case than the law allowed. One of them, 
a. race-track operator, who is said to be a front 
for the Capone gang, violated still another state 
law forbidding campaign contributions by people 
who run race tracks. How much guilty knowl- 
edge did Fuller Warren have that the laws were 
being violated, and what has he promised to do, 
as Governor, for these three sponsors who have 
invested so heavily in him? 

Another angle of inquiry is the payment by 
bookies of protection money to law énforcement 

“officers, as charged in the investigation of Sheriff 
Sullivan of Dade county (Miami), who has en- 
hanced his wealth some $70,000 in five years 
on a $10,000 salary. 

When Senator Kefauver's comes 
to St. Louis Tuesday it will ind that some 
Governors in this part of the country have had 
the courage to challenge the gangs. When he 
was Governor of Missouri, Phil Donnelly stopped 
telephone service to a race news agency that 
was a hot trouble spot. Gov. Stevenson of Ili- 
nois cut country editors off the payroll, giving 
them no incentive from the state treasury to be

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The U.N. Must Be Supreme 


‘India’s effort to end the fighting in Korea is 
welcome. But it should be obvious that the 
United States and the United Nations cannot 
accept.a deal under which the North Koreans 
go back beyond the thirty-eighth parallel in 
exchange for something else. 

As the State Department properly points out, 
the U.N. demand for a cease-fire and a restora- 
tion of the former ‘boundary cannot be com- 
promised. If the Communists were permitted 
to exact a price for complying, then no future 
aggressor would need to respect U.N. decisions. 

One way or another, the supremacy of the 
U.N.’s collective will must be established. The 
Korean aggression is not the only obstacle. 
Looking ahead, one can see another. 

In the Korean crisis, the Security Council was 
able to act because the Soviet Union chose to 
be absent. Had the Soviet delegate been pres- 
ent with instructions to veto the Korean resolu- 
tions, they would have been void. What hap- 
pens if in some future case of aggression the 
aggressor is protected by a big power’s veto? 

One answer would be to abolish the . veto 
altogether. But no big power supports that 
course, including the United States. Another 
answer might be to abandon the U.N. and 
organize a non-Soviet successor. But this would 
solve nothing. The strength of a collective se- 
curity organization depends upon universality, 
not exclusiveness; and even a non-Soviet U.N. 
would face the problem posed by the unwilling- 
ness of its leading members to give up their 
“sovereign powers.” 

The best answer we know is offered by the 
resolution sponsored in Congress by Senators 
Paul H. Douglas of Illinois and Elbert H. 
Thomas of Utah. This calls for the signing of 
a supplementary treaty under which U.N. mem- 
bers would agree to act collectively against 
aggression in case the Security Council fails 
to act. The treaty would be open to any member 
that wished to sign. If the Security Council 
were paralyzed by a veto, these members could 
act together on the vote of two-thirds of the 
Assembly including three of the five big powers. 

One may still hope that the U.N. can avoid 
becoming a half-world organization. For max- 


imum influence it needs to embrace the whole. 


world. But it must also retain the ability to 
act for the overwhelming majority in cases of 
afmed aggression, A supplementary treaty pin- 
pointing that one objective offers a method. 
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Aid to the Enemy? 


On the basis of its own explanation, Gen: 
MacArthur’s headquarters was arbitrary in no- 
tifying Associated Press Correspondent Tom 
Lambert and United Press Correspondent Peter 
Kalischer that they would not be allowed to 
return to the Korean war front. 

Col. M. P. Echols, MacArthur’s public infor- 
mation officer, said that no question of ac- 
curacy or of military security had been raised 
by their dispatches. Both were accused of giving 
“aid. and comfort to the enemy.” 

In its generally accepted meaning, that is a 
very grave charge. In the case of the two 
correspondents, however, it seems to be based 
on reports which “made the army Iook - bad” 
and which recorded some GI griping. 

Military commanders—Gen. MacArthur in- 
cluded—cannot be very happy about unfavor- 
able reports on their forces even when they 
are not held responsible for the situation. But 
the man who went froni the Philippines to 
Australia and then alP the way to Tokyo must 
know that wars are not all triumph and glory. 
And, surely, the people of the United States 
are entitled to both sides of the story. 

Of course, military security must be pro- 
tected. That is why newspaper men cheerfully 
accept censorship of war dispatches. But, so 
far, Gen. MacArthur has left censorship on a 
purely voluntary basis. This puts an unfair 
responsibility on the correspondent who fre- 
quently is in no position to judge what should 
and what should not be told. In the realm of 
military security, there should be competent 
military censorship. Even the morale of troops 
may come under the blue pencil. But, on the 
whole, we believe it is best for the American 
people to know as much as possible about the 
American soldiers. 

Under these circumstances, we feel that Gen. 
MacArthur’s headquarters should reconsider its 
ban. Or a more detailed —— should be 
forthcoming. 
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In Paris as Well as Korea 

Events in Paris have been overshadowed mo- 
mentarily by the Korean war, but ultimately 
they may prove to have been of perhaps equal 
or even greater significance. For although the 
battlefield at the moment is in the Orient, the 
principal contestants are still Russia on one 
hand, and the United) States, the British Com- 
monwealth and Western Europe og the other. 

And one of America’s major partners, France, 
finally seems to have found its way through an- 
other cabinet crisis and again is prepared to add 
a firm voice to the West’s councils. The French 
Assembly has approved the cabinet of Rene 
Pleven, and this time the Socialists have agreed 
to participate in the government. 

This is promise of a somewhat more solid gov- 
ernment than France has had in recent months. 


. Especially encouraging is the retention in office 


of Foreign Minister Robert Schuman, whose plan 
to pool Europe’s steel and coal resources is now 
being discussed by representatives of six West- 
ern European nations. 

Consideration of the proposal, which had been 
recessed after an opening meeting, just now is 
getting down to serious business. For those who 
expect from a consummation of the plan a con- 
siderable strengthening of the Western world, 
there was a cheering statement issued by the 
participating countries. 

Representatives of France, Western Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
reported that the largest apparent stumbling 
block—national sovereignty—has been overcome. 

In the long run, this may prove the most sig- 
nificant news item of these troubled days.

Fear and apathy are to be found everywhere, reports an editor 
after a tour of the country; pressure for reform is met by mis- 
of guided witch hunts; some feel that war is inevitable; many remain 
silent; idealism and courage need new expression against apathy. 


Michael Straight, Editor, in The New Republic 


This spring I traveled 10,000 miles 
through America asking questions: 

Why is progress faltering? 

Why are new endeavors met with apathy? 


Why are we bent instead on pursuing 
witches? : 
There are no easy answers in Washing- 
ton as the weeks slip by, and the oppor- 
tunities pass, while the wolf pack howls 
outside the gates of government and the 
Government cries 
shoo! After a long 
journey the answers 
are a little clearer. 
A principal an- 
swer is the  prev- 
alence of fear in 
America today. 
Unlike the panic- 
stricken citizens of 
Salem who hanged 
their ‘neighbors, we 
have real reason to 
fear. We face a chal- 
lenge so powerful 
that only by raising 
the performance of McCarthy 
our democracy can 
we survive. For that reason the challenge 
should serve as a tremendous impetus to 
progress. Instead it is serving largely as a 
brake. Fear of Communism is the: most.ef- 
fective weapon ever developed by the 
Right in America; so effective-that if the 
Communist party were dissolved by Rus- 
sia tomorrow it would be recreated by the 
Right on the following day. 


Apparitions of Socialism 


There is a growing fear among mer- 
chants, business men and bankers about 
the future. It leads to a growing ambition 
for power coupled with continued ignor- 
ance as to the purposes for which power 
should be used. Everywhere pressure is 
increasing from the Right. Schools and 
communities are being flooded with John 
Flynn’s diatribes; Freedom Forums are 
conjuring up horrid apparitions of so- 
cialism among civic organizations. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Americans are be- 
ing persuaded to resist change, in the be- 
lief that all progress leads eventually to 
Communism—as if Communism were the 
most progressive system in the world. 

These campaigns find natural expression 
in the South, where the need for change 
is greatest. Fear in the South is tradi- 
tional, contagious, not to be contained in 
compartments. A man brought up to fear 
and hate the Negro finds it easy to hate 
and fear, first the Communist, then any- 
one branded as a Communist. 


The Big Lie Technique 

There is, of coutse, a great deal more 
fear arising from social tensions in the 
North than Northerners care to admit. 
The Chicago Tribune :s the second largest 


paper in circulation in Wisconsin. The 
firm of McCormick and McCarthy trades 


San Antonio; now the slum owners have 
found new weapons. There are loud cries 
for loyalty investigations in Washington. 
The same cries are echoed in San Antonio. 
The proposed loyalty checks in San An- 
tonio are not for officials with access to 
— but for applicants for public hous- 
ng. 

In every society there are present forces 
of destruction. In a democracy they are 
held in check by the counter force of free- 
dom itself. Corruption is exposed, error 
set right, intolerance overcome by voices 
of protest which society protects. When 
that protection is withdrawn, democracy 
is imperiled. 


Fear Corrodes the Will 


The protection is often withdrawn to- 
day; too often: the traditional defenders 
of free speech remain silent. In general 
our churches are not responsive to the 
danger; our newspapers are increasingly 
biased, even in news coverage. Our uni- 
versities are lacking in leadership. 


There remains the corrective force of 
the liberal movement. Once again fear 
corrodes its will. For every coward who 
damns McCarthy in private, only to fall 
silent in public, there is the brave man 
who speaks out publicly, and in private 


whispers: What do you really think about 


Lattimore? We cannot afford to orient 
attitudes around personalities, as happened 
in the case of Alger Hiss. The deadliest 
motto'in America today is, Where there’s 
smoke, there’s fire. 


Far more serious among liberals is a 
Toss of faith in peace. There is today 
among most thinking people little faith 
in a peace settlement with Russia, still 
less ambition to organize a divided world. 
There is an outspoken determination to 
hold onto the United Nations; an un- 
spoken fear that the point of no return 
has already been passed on the road to 
war. The internationalists who aroused 
America to destroy Fascism have not the 
same will to seek the destruction of Com- 
munism in warf

Hanson W. Baldwin, military 
analyst, writing in the Saturday 
Evening Post last week, said: “In 
the land battles of man against 
man (in World War II), when 
‘elan’ and fighting spirit were of 
great importance, I know of few 
instances where a battle was won 
by American forces inferior in 
strength or even equal in strength 
to their enemy.” 

Victory in World War II was 
due, Baldwin says hard-headed 
Americans must gdmit, to the 
overwhelming superiority of the 
United States forces and their Al- 
lies in numbers and firepower. 
The opposite has been the case 
in Korea up to this point, and the 
results have not been compli- 
mentary to American fighting 
spirit. 

Reds “Not Afraid to Die.” 


A veteran correspondent’s ap- 
praisal of the Korean fighting is 
that the Northern Koreans “were 
not afraid to die,” but the youth- 
ful Americans were. The fact that 
the Americans—to use a G.I. ex- 
pression—had “not lost anything” 
in Korea is accountable in part, 
for the difference in fighting 
spirit shown in the present en- 
gagements. 

It now appears clear, Baldwin 
writes, that we did not win World 
War II because we were “best” 
in soldiering, in generalship or in 
equipment. Enemy intelligence 
took special note of the lack of 
aggressiveness by United States 
ground troops. Fortunately, this 
was not true of all American units. 
The Marine Corps, which instills 
in its men something of the ‘elan’ 
of the Light Brigade, has been 
unquestionably good whenever 
called on for that extra effort 
which may mean the difference 
between Victory or defeat. The 
same is true of certain Army and 
Navy units, and is usually the 
case with the United States Air 
Force. 

In the battle of Midway a 
smaller American force whipped 
the larger Japanese fleet. In the 
Coral sea the Americans won a 
strategic victory over stronger en- 
emy forces. In the Solomons and 
in the crushing defeat of the 
Japanese on Luzon the American 
will to fight, plus superior leader- 


ship, resulted in well-earned vic- 
tories. It is nevertheless a fact, 
pointed out by military historian 
S. L. A. Marshall, that small 
groups of American troops “car- 
ried the- ball” for the bulk of our 
forces. 
“No Japanese Bataans.” 

Baldwin,. who likens the “fight 
to the death” spirit of the fanat- 
ical Japanese to the spirit of the 
Greeks at ‘Thermopylae, says 
“there were no Japanese Ba- 
taans.” This “struggle to the 
death,” which in the case of Jap- 
anese meant “life in heaven” is 
stupid fanaticism in the eyes of 
Western civilization. This will- 
ingness to die in battle was a top 
asset of the Emperor's little 
fighting men, however. It was 
an enemy characteristic that had 
to be given serious consideration 
whenever a landing was to be 
made, or an island taken. 

There is one instance of record 
where even the doughty Marines 
spent a hazardous night up to 
their necks in the. surf before 
the Japanese defenders were 
bombarded to smithereens and 
the landing could be made. : 

Had Japanese leadership and 
production been equal to the Jap- 
anese willingness to do battle the 
road to Tokyo would have been 
strewn with many more Amer- 
ican bodies than the 109,459 who 
died in the Pacific war, Baldwin 
thinks. 

German and Russian soldiers, 
while not spurred to self-destruc- 
tion by the promise of a Shinto 
Valhalla, gave outstanding dem- 
onstrations of fighting spirit 
against superior odds and in ad- 
verse conditions. The Germans

Overstaffing of the many head- 
quarters groups was another 
American failing. Baldwin says 
this “reflected the psychology of 
our nation.” We do things in the 
“Hollywood manner,” and this 
was true when we went to war. 
“Behind the lines we maintained 
extravagant ‘empires’—an admin- 
istrative tail that sometimes 
wagged the dog,” Baldwin recalls. 
Any officer who served in a com- 
bat theater still recalls with ex- 
treme disapproval the welter of 
“poop” originated by the arm- 
chair strategists in the Pentagon 
and sent out in a never-ending 
stream to harassed, malaria-rid- 
den men in the jungles of New 
Guinea and bomb-shattered Ma- 
nila. The vast amount of unneces- 
sary staff work and untimely 
“suggestions” were often the 
cause of more front-line gripes 
than enemy bombs and bullets. 

Americans did display what 
Baldwin terms “the assets of our 
non-militaristic culture.” 

Cites Code-Breaking. 


“Intelligence and initiative were 
American strong points,” Baldwin 
said. “Particularly in engineering, 
construction and supply these 
qualities were applied with such 
success that our services wrought 
minor miracles. In communica- 
tions and communications intelli- 
gence we also outstripped our 
enemies. Anglo-American code- 
breaking helped us learn German 
plans in the latter phases of the 
war.” 3 

Outstanding examples of 
American inventiveness were dis- 
played in the Southwest Pacific 
by the legendary Col. “Pappy” 
Gunn, who was Gen. George C. 
Kenney’s handyman. 

“Pappy,” who received no war- 
time publicity because his fam- 
ily was held prisoner in the 
Philippines by the Japanese, was 
credited with being the first to 
mount the barrel of a .75-m.m. 
field piece in a B-25 low-level 
bomber. Although the recoil of 
the gun frequently shook the riv- 
ets out of the plane, Gunn per- 


sonally demonstrated that the} 


idea was good by knocking a Jap- 
anese transport plane to bits on 
a New Britain airstrip with a sin- 
gle shot from his “flying field 
piece.” “Pappy” performed other

equally fantastic feats of inge- 
nuity, which were invaluable to 
the Fifth Air Force in the fight 
against the Japs. 

Americans were inclined to re- 
gard their generals and admirals 
as the “best” also. Bradley, Eis- 
enhower, Patton and MacArthur 
were the “best generals”; Halsey 
and Nimitz were the “best ad- 
mirals,” and Doolittle, Kenney 
and Spaatz were the “best air- 
men.”

After a thorough survey of all 
available information, much of 
which cannot now be printed, the 
good and bad points of the Ko- 
rean situation as it now stands 
may be stated as follows: 

Good: 

There are many more American 
troops in Korea than present 
headlines would lead readers. to 
imagine. As this reporter has 
repeatedly pointed out, the actual 
fighting so far has been a series 
of delaying actions, involving 
forces of minimum _ strength 
which are covering the build-up 
of much stronger forces well be- 
hind the area of combat, 

There is no evidence that the 
Soviet Union or the Chinese Reds 
have sent any help to the North 
Koreans so far, except perhaps 
for a handful of heavy tanks 
which suddenly made their ap- 
pearance a few days ago. 

Air Power Building Up. 

Our air power is building up 
rapidly. The arrival of Major 
Emmet O’Donnell’s two groups of 
B-29 medium bombers is already 
having effect. The arrival of the 
aircraft carrier boxer, its flight 
deck and hangar space crammed 
with F-51 fighter-bombers, is ex- 
pected shortly, and this should 
enable our tactical air operations 
to be greatly extended and con- 
siderably more effective. 


New weapons, notably more 
powerful rocket-launchers  (ba- 
— are arriving by air.

The four divisions of Gen. 
MacArthur’s original command 
were not organically complete 
when the Korean war started. 
They were short of divisional 
tank units and divisional artillery. 
Even the infantry regiments did 
not have all the tanks, heavy 
mortars and other weapons called 
for by tables of organization. 
The earlier estimate that Mac- 
Arthur’s force should have a total 
of 500-600 tanks —- which they 
would have if complete—must be 
drastically revised downwdrd, 
probably as low as 150-200.

Enemy Has Plenty Reserves. — 


The enemy has plenty of re- 
serves and is maintaining his 
pressure with feverish boldness, 
exploiting the time factor which 
is still in his favor and which 
he gained by his initial surprise 
and rapid exploitation of early 
successes, but it must be empha- 
sized that the enemy has still 
encountered only delaying forces, 
kept down to the smallest possible 
strength capable of accomplish- 
ing the job of gaining time. 


Thus the first United States 
troops engaged. amounted to no 
more than a couple of companies 
with some artillery support. Next 
we heard of a battalion in action, 
then two battalions, then four, 
with increasing gun and tank 
support. 

The Kum river line appears to 
be held by advanced elements of 
the Twenty-fourth Division, but 
this does not mean that the Kum 
river is the division’s main line 
of resistance on which a deter- 
mined stand is to be made. In 
fact, it probably is not the main 
line of resistance. It is more 
likely to be a covering position 
from which a further withdrawal 
will be made in due course. 

Map Shows Exposed Flanks. 

The reason for this conclusion 
is obvious from the map. Both 
flanks of the Kum river position 
are “in the air.” The enemy, fol- 
lowing standard Soviet tactics, is 
already spreading out to right and 
left, seeking the double envelop- 
ment so dear to the Soviet mili- 
tary mind. There is no solid ob- 
stacle on which we can rest either 
flank. Hence there is reason to 
believe that we shall again fall 
back. : 

But eventually we shall come to 
a defensive front which can be 
held, and probably this will be a 
front with both of our flanks rest- 
ing on the sea and with sufficient 


strength behind it to make pene- 


tration difficult except by such a 
concentration of enemy forces as 
to afford our mounting air power 
the most attractive of targets. 
The favorable moment for our 
counter-attack comes after the en- 
emy has made such an attack, has 
been badly chewed up by our air, 
and has failed to penetrate our 
front. 


This time is not yet, because we 
do not have the armored punch— 
but we are getting it. 

We are still on the defensive in 
Korea, but the balance of power 
is slowly shifting, and the air of 
confidence in the Pentagon is 
backed by solid facts which 
amount to more than wishful 
thinking.

Korean War thus far has been a 
completely inadequate  intelli- 
gence. We were caught by sur- 
prise by the North Korean in- 
vasion. We had no idea of the 
strength of the North ‘Korean 
army. 
It took actual combat experi- 
ence to enlighten us on particu- 
lars of the enemy which we 
should have known previously. 

Our greatest mistake was in 
underestimating North Korean 
strength. It was presumed that 
a mere “show of strength” would 
be sufficient to send the Com- 
munists scurrying back to the 
thirty-eighth parallel. 

Today we know the North 
Koreans to be an expertly led 
and -finely disciplined army. 
They are excellent fighters. Their 
courage at times reaches fanati- 
cism. 

They have huge quantities of 
manpower and use it in typical 
Russian fashion to attain a mili- 
tary objective regardless of the 
cost.

The Americans have had the 
skies to themselves ever since the 
war started but that seems to 
have had little effect on the 
North Korean invasion.

In ground equipment the Amer- 
ican Garand rifle—and before the 
Garand the Springfield — were 
rated superior weapons of their 
kind. American machine guns 
are good, but the German light 
machine gun was better. In artil- 
lery development, the United 
States has always been excellent 
in firing techniques. The prox- 
imity fuse was an American 
“first” and we are ahead in radar 
and related equipment, due to 
the genius of our electrical engi- 
neers and ¢roducers. 

It is indeed true that we are 
still “best” .in many fields, but 
we must not fall asleep in our 
pride, nor disregard the fact that 
the Russians have rolled out mon- 
ster tanks in the Korea conflict, 
vehicles which have outgunned 
the American tanks and from 
whose tough hides bazooka 

bounce off like ping- 
pong balls. 
It is time we realized, Baldwin

case Miss Warner’s novel made 
the worst seller list in a hurry 
and no critic has protested 
against this miscarriage of jus- 
tice nor has sought to give the 
book even the cold distinction 
of being a succes d’estime.

ond time and a third if need 
be, when a piece of extraordi- 
nary writing comes along. It is 
an obligation of the specialists, 
particularly those who are sup- 
posed to be sensitive to the 
finer uses of the language.

RS. LOWE-PORTER has 
Mer. as the title indicates, 
WSHthe great historic events 
that rocked all England in the 
fall of 1936, wrapped them in a 
subtle disguise, garbed them in 
sixteenth century dress, en- 
hanced their histrionic value 
‘and meticulously developed a 
poetic drama. As the story of 
the play is obviously inspired 
by Edward VIII's abdication 
there is no need to ‘repeat its 
details. It is of more concern 
to note how the author has 
worked out an absorbing drama 
using modern history as a me- 
dium. 
In order to effect an air of 
historical continuity between 
Shakespeare's chronicle plays 


Lowe-Porter has adopted the 
Latin five-act structure of the 
play and the style and language 
of the _ Elizabethan - Jacobean 
stage. She has consciously and 
consetentiously employed many 
Shakespearean techniques with 
great effectiveness, and what 
the book loses by sketchy char- 
acterizations it gains in beauty 
of style, metre, language and 
tone. 


In today’s literary world the 
drama is a form of intellectual 
creativeness more ‘often than 
not regarded as being impres- 
sive and enjoyable only when 
produced in the legitimate. the- 
ater. Since “Abdication” is 
written with the emphasis on 
rhetoric rather than _ action, 
Mrs. Lowe-Porter has created a 
dramatic work to be read as 
well as staged.

ISS WARNER casts a re- 
M vealing light on the foibles 

of her extensive cast of 
characters. But though she is 
consistently ironic, she is indul- 
gent, even affectionate,in keep- 
ing practically everybody well 
within the range of the reader’s 
sympathetic understanding. The 
book has a special value in its 
seemingly authentic allusions 
to the folk-ways, mental atti- 
tudes, social relations and gen- 
eral behavior of the period. 
But for my money, Miss War- 
ner has no need of a special 
millieu in order to be effective. 
Her sentences and paragraphs 
move with the assurance and 
felicity of a Mozart aria, and 
have the same combination of 
light texture and tensile 
strength.

One feels little temptation to 
go through this. novel culling 
out the “good things” and 
memonizing them as if they had 
been set in italics. There are 
too many good things, and they 
are not simply or primarily 
gem-like verbal arrangements, 
but sequences whose quantitive 
baiance and metaphorical apt- 
ness are the expression of close 
meanings drawn from a fresh 
and fond and wise considera- 
tion of life. 
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LMOST any paragraph that 
Ao may choose in this 

book provides some _ evi- 
dence of Miss Warner’s writ- 
ing quality. For instance: “At 
the summit of a long rise he 
drew rein and stared out over 
the landscape. The clouds were 
gone, only a few shadows were 
left, hastening to the north- 
ward. Brilliant, senseless, ir- 
responsible, the landscape 
stretched before him. What 
soul was there, what trace of 
praise to its Maker? What 
trace of reason, what trace of 
purpose except where man’s 
sad hand had etched it?” 


Or: “He leaned back and 
shivered. In spite of the 
warmth ‘of the day and the 
sound of the two wasps buzzing 
over a dish of pears which lay 
on the window sill he was cold 
with the effort of expressing 
his thoughts and controlling 
that metaphor of the psaltery. 
Now he looked at the two wasps 
and smiled vaguely. Wasps, he 
thought, are the laity of bees.” 


Or: “When Henry turned to 
enjoy the spire in solitude, it 
wrapped itself in vapor. A 
tooth began to ache in his up- 
per jaw and immediately a con- 
federate tooth in his lower jaw 
ached in sympathy. The pain 
shuttled from one to the other. 
In the barn they were thresh- 
ing.

URING the past decade, 
iv interest in the conserva- 
tion of our natural re- 
sources has grown steadily in 
America. And certainly, among 
laymen, novelist-farmer Louis 
Bromfield has been one of the 
most articulate and effective 
spokesmen for this cause. In 
his books, from a thousand lec- 
ture platforms and on his high- 
ly successful 1000-acre Malabar 
Farm in Ohio, Louis. has 
stumped tirelessly ‘for better 
use of our agricultural lands, 
wiser management of our wa- 
tersheds, more intelligent at- 
tention to nutrition for both 
livestock and human beings. 

A man of tremendous physi- 
cal energy and mental curios- 
ity, Bromfield absorbs informa- 
tion like a sponge from every 
possible practical and scientific 
source. He has gained more ex- 
perience in his 12 years on the 
land.than many farmers and 
agricultural experts pack into 
a lifetime; and he never hesi- 
tates to draw at least tentative 
deductions frdém the co-relation 
of this information and experi- 
ence and to follow those to 
their logical conclusions. Also 
because he is a colorful person- 
ality and can both talk and 
write, he has been able to 
spread far and wide the results 
of his experience and informa- 
tion. 

The present book is an exten- 
sion of Bromfield’s earlier ones 
in this field. First came “‘Pleas- 
and Valley,” a series of bucolic 
essays which won thousands of 
enthusiastic converts to the de- 
lights of country living and the 
cause of conservation. Next in 
the series, which does not in- 
clude interim novels and a 
work dealing with Bromfield’s 
ideas on economics and govern- 
ment, was “Malabar Farm.” In 
the form of a journal, this 
dealt with the experiences and 
results of ten years work on the 
land.

still broader in scope. 

It takes a vast amount 
of data dealing with the soil 
and the living things it pro- 
duces, with what Bromfield 
calls the ‘New Agriculture,” 
with organics and soil fauna 
and flora, with research in the 


fields of nutrition and preven-. 


tive medicine; and it puts them 


all together. This is done large- 


ly in the light of the years of 
intensive experimental work 
which have gone hand in hand 
with the practical farming op- 
erations at Malabar. 

Throughout’ these 
Bromfield makes it plain that 
while we have learned a great 
deal about land use in the past 
generation, we are still barely 
glimpsing the horizon of what 
remains to be known. From 
soil and water, sun and air, 
comes all of life. Of these man 
has the greatest opportunity to 
work with the first two; nor 
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LOUIS BROMFIELD 

can he escape the consequences 
of his abuse of these basic re- 
sources. . The trend of most or 
nearly all scientific research is 
toward specialization; and it 
seems certain that many of the 
greatest advances which lie im- 
mediately ahead will come 
from the co-relation of knowl- 
edge already existing. We need 
some men who can generalize 
as well as particularize, even 
though they be laymen, In ag- 
riculture this is a field which 
may well belong to farmers; 
men like Louis Bromfield who 
can grasp scientific principles, 
reason from evidence = and 
aren't afraid to stick their 
necks out. 

The last half of the book’ is 
devoted to a series of chapters 


4 > 
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which are unrelated in them- 
selves, yet all are related to 
Bromfield’s main thesis of the 
necessity for better use of our 
land resources. These deal with 
such matters as the importance 
of water management, illus- 
trated by the highly successful 
Muskingum Conservancy Dis- 
trict in Ohio; and with the need 
for “streamlined” farming, as 
against the glorified subsistence 
farming idea still recommend- 
ed by some colleges and prac- 
ticed on too many family sized 
American farms. 


There are chapters on the 
opportunity for land rehabilita- 
tion in some parts of the South 
(Bromfield himself has recent- 
ly acquired acreage near Wich- 
ita Falls, Texas); on the rela- 
tionship of land use to wildlife: 
on the inadequacy of practical 
field research in the farm im- 
plement induStry; on the possi- 
bility of a well-fed world. 

The book is indexed, which 
is valuable in a work of this 
kind. I have the same feeling 
as about the earlier “Malabar 
Farm”; that time spent edit- 
ing to tighten up the whole 
exposition and eliminate un- 
necessary repetition would have 
increased the impact of the 
book. Yet Louis Bromfield has 
done a real service for agri- 
culture and every good farmer, 
every city farm owner—indeed, 
everyone interested in the 
health of our land and its peo- 
ple—can gain much from a 
careful reading of “Out of the 
Earth.”

NOTEBOOK 


By Eleanor B. McClure 


Part of the fun of gardening is 
to try to grow new plants, or new 
varieties of old favorites. Garden- 
ers hereabouts have a wonderful 
chance for such experimentation, 
for this mid-Mississippi Valley 
region is the meeting place for 
species from North and South, 


East and West. 

Trying new and interesting 
plants is the hobby of one green- 
thumb gardener, Mrs. A. B. Cow- 
ley, who lives on Route 1, Jef- 
ferson City. Just name a flower, 
and chances are that Mrs. Cowley 
has it. 

The Cowley home is practically 
engulfed with flower beds, and 
other long borders extend around 
the lawn. A wide perennial bed 
frames the rose garden. Along 
the drive is a gypsy planting of 
sturdy flowers that like to grow 
rampantly and seed themselves— 
a bright display started in spring 
by cornflowers, larkspur, poppies 
and silene. 

Several species of the modest 
sedum family grow in a sunny 
spot near the house. Close by 
are thriving plants of Angel's 
trumpet (datura). This native of 
the tropics is not hardy in Mis- 
souri, of course, but it self-seeds 
and grows very rapidly. It has 
soft, hairy leaves and showy white 
trumpets that are often nine 
inches long. 

In a special bed, against a back- 
ground of shrubbery, Mrs. Cowley 
has planted many choice varieties 
of her favorite flowers. Fine nar- 
cissi edge this long border, and 
successive rows are devoted to 
irises, hemerocallis, ahd peonies. 

Mrs. Cowley has such enthusi- 
asm for her garden that she says 
she almost “loses her mind” in 
spring, when flowers start bloom- 
ing.- The iris comes first in her 
affections, but she loves roses and 
“hems,” and has about 80 differ- 
ent peonies. Special beds at the 
rear of her house are devoted to 
chrysanthemums, In autumn rows 
of sturdy plants are loaded with 
blooms of exceptional size and 
coloring. 

A fine horticulturalist, Mrs. 
Cowley uses quantities of compost 
in her flower borders. Last sum- 
mer she spent several weeks re- 
vamping the soil in a single large 
bed. Dirt was dug out to a depth 
of about two feet, and a layer of 
rich sod was placed in the bot- 
tom. The bed was then filled with 
a soil and compost mixture. It 
was a lot of work, she admits, but 
she believes that the result will 
more than justify the effort in- 
volved. : 


The weather in early summer 
was certainly abnormal here- 
abouts—abnormally nice, that is. 
Many cool days, plus _ nicely 
spaced rains, kept lawns and gar- 
dens fresh and green. Not until 


this week have we had to start 


a a watering in our gar- 
en, 

Many plants have made amaz- 
ing vegetative growth this season. 
The new tip on one of our small 
white pines measured 18 inches, 
and some shoots on the dog- 
woods were almost as long. Cool- 
ish weather also prolonged the 
life of flowers. According to our 
garden log, the season of heavy 
bloom in the perennial garden

Part of the “take” strategy 
is to set up a pitcher. Many 
a club will take the first strike, 
say for three innings. ...

Then the mana- 
ger orders a switch. Batters 
swing at the first pitch and fre- 
quently a quick rally will pro- 
duce results before the pitcher 
switches his strategy. 

Also it might be noted that 
there are clubs with problems 
that couldn’t be solved entirely 
by hitting or not hitting the 
first pitch.

The record entry of 242 teams 
in the Khoury Leagues represents 
an increase of 66 over last season. 

And, based on the per player 
cost of $2.18 in 1949, estimated 
cost of running the leagues this 
year is $7913. 

Because entry fees are so low 
and no fees at all are paid by 
most of the boys in the lower age 
brackets, estimated revenue for 
entries will conme to about $3200. 

How much of a possible $4500 
deficit will be erased depends 
largely on contributions from or- 
ganizations and on money solicit- 
ed from merchants and other in- 
dividuals.

anu his professors may think he 

is neglecting his judo les- 

sons. But a vestigal fondness for books still prevails among 

such effete personalities as college professors, booksellers, 

librarians, editors and what not and even they have their 
limits. They can be bored and they admit it. 

The prize bore on their list was “Pilgrims Progress” and 
while no reasons were assigned for hoisting John Bunyan’s 
masterpiece into this place of bad eminence it is significant, 
I think, that it has no sex appeal. English professors and 
devotees of belles lettres in general would piously deny any 
such crude suggestion.

To hear them talk you would think that the boy- 
meets-girl formula was invented by Sam Goldwyn and 
that upper case literature tolerated lovers only as 
symbols of grandiose but conveniently vague abstrac- 
tions. That’s the way they explain their interest in 
such classic tales of passion as “Romeo and Juliet,” 
“Don Juan,” “Tess of the D’Ubervilles” and “Camille.” 
They describe them as “penetrating psychological 
studies,” or “glimpses into the heart of a social order” 
or an illustration of the eternal conflict between ‘“‘the 
urge to freedom and the craving for order.”

THESE HIGHBROW REASONS for liking the more tor- 
rid classics are all good but you could use the same kind of 
high sounding professional terms about Melville’s ‘Moby 
Dick,” Boswell’s “Life of Samuel Johnson,” Cooper's “Last 
of the Mohicans,” Dickens’s “Bleak House” and other books 
that figure prominently in Columbia University’s roll call of 
bores. The latter are all big books produced by big brains 
and they are full of plain and fancy meanings. What they 
don't have are sultry heroines, lithe-limbed amorous heroes 
and periodic combustions of overheated hormones. 

True enough the list of bones includes several “romantic” 
novels and at least two studies in the grand manner dealing 
with seduction and illicit love. At first glance this might 
seem to disprove my theory that even the highbrows reserve 
their affection for the classics that are generously spiced 
with l'amour, toujours ]’'amour. <A closer examination, how- 
ever, shows that the books in question—the monumental, 
epic bores—are so water-logged with cosmic messages and 
complicated symbolism that the love story, as such, practically 
disappears.

There is Goethe’s “Faust” for instance, which is 
number 10 on the Columbia list. As will be remem- 
bered, Faust had all the adventurous proclivities of a 
Yale sophomore on 4 weekend in New York but 
looked like Father Time. A quick transaction with the 
Devil fixed him up good and after taking advantage 
of a village maiden, he had a rendezvous with Helen 
ef Troy, rubbed elbows with numerous other mytho- 
logical and historical characters and finally wound 
up as the superintendent of a kind of TVA reclama- 
tion project.

SO IN SPITE OF WINSOME Marguerite and the im- 
mortal Helen, Goethe’s poetic drama is rather dullish as a 
sex epic. It lacks what the literary critics call “identifica- 
tion.” In other words, it's not easy for the reader to imagine 
that all those fine things are happening to him. Indeed he 
has no wish to do so. The boys—even the boys from the cold 
frbves of learning—can’t get enthusiastic about a hero who 
rieéds a magic philter and a bodyguard from the lower regions 
before he can make the grade with a simple village maiden. 
And the girls, I am sure, think of Marguerite as a credulous 
dope. 

The poetic and philosophical content of “Faust” needn't 
be argued. It has it in layers and layers. But even some of 
those who are qualified to plumb its depths, scale its heights 
and winnow its subtleties down to the last microscopic par- 
ticles still regard it as a bore. 


. * * 

SOME OF THE CLASSIC “bores” have undoubtedly got 
their bad names by accidental associations. For one reason 
ef another they were included in lists of required reading 
fer high school students. Practically everybody remembers 
“Ivanhoe,” “Silas Marner,” “Paradise Lost’—to mention only 
a few — as instruments of school marmish and parental 
tyranny. So they shun them for the rest of their lives. 
Even when, in later years, they work up a genuine interest 
in books they still can't swallow those earlier literary pre- 
scriptions without gagging.

My own case was slightly different. My hate com- 
pulsions were nourished in the besom of the family. 

It so happened that my grandfather lowered his guard 

one day while talking te an itinerant book agent and 

found himself with the complete works of Charies 

Dickens ari Emile Gaboriau. His resentment at being 

outtalked was something colessal and as he was look- 

ing around for a suitable scapegoat, I chose that 
moment te make a quick touch. ‘

I GOT THE NICKEL ALL RIGHT but I also got a daily 
assignment to read ten pages af Dickens every day. Since I 
did considerable cheating and had to make it up on succeeding 
days it took me a whole year to get through “The Tale of 
Two Cities.” That was the reason I missed the crucial match 
between my neighborhood team, the Sunrise Sluggers, and 
the Nine Devils from Hawk's Gulley. — 

They tell me that Dickens is delightful. I'll never know.

They Want You fo Be Safe 


The National Safety Council Only Asks That People Not Try to Kill 
Themselves, but Finds That Human Nature Is Mighty Hard Thing to Buck

CHICAGO, July 15. 


HE letter was written in a 
T cnitaish scrawl and was ad- 

dressed to the National Safety 
Council in Chicago: “Every day 
after school a big boy follows 
me and hits me.. What should I 
do to save myself?” 

A team of experts studied the 
problem, drafted a reply and sent 
it off by return mail. “We sug- 
gest that you try boxing lessons,” 
the experts advised, “or else you 
might get a bodyguard or take 
another route home:” 

Most crises faced by the coun- 
cil are more serious, but its engi- 
neers, editors and _ researchers 
never get annoyed with the 30.- 
000 odd inquiries received each 
year. It shows that some people 
are gradually getting more im- 
pressed with the need to play it 
safe, especially in such danger 
spots as the car, the kitchen and 
the cradle. 

Sometimes, though, the work 
gets pretty discouraging. Only 
the last July 4th holiday pro- 
duced the worst peacetime blood- 
bath in the country’s history. At 
least 793 persons died violent 
deaths in accidents, 491 in traf- 
fic alone. 

Looking over the casualty lists 
from home, highway and the 
great outdoors, Council President 
Ned H. Dearborn called the 
Korean war ‘a Sunday school pic- 
nic’ by comparison and warned: 

“Crackdown traffic enforce- 
ment is part of the answer—but 
no traffic police force could pos- 
sibly be created to patrol every 
foot of the highway. The real 
answer lies in the realization by 
the average American that this 
slaughter has gone far enough 
and that he is going to stop his 
part in it.” 

The council is spending $3,000,- 
000 a year selling Americans on 
safety. If its advice were fol- 
lowed, the 91,000 people who died 
of accidents last year might be 
alive today. As it is, accidents 
remain the nation’s No. 4 killer, 
outdone only by heart disease, 
cancer and cerebral hemorrhage. 

The council fights its home- 
front battle with broadsides 
aimed in all directions. Its post- 
ers warn of dangers engendered 
by everything from open shoe 
laces to atomic radiation. Its 
pamphlets tell you the safe way 
to climb up a ladder or sit with 
a baby. A _ host of volunteer 
salesmen, including such stars as 
Eddie Cantor, Edgar Bergen and 
the Lone Ranger, huckster the 
council’s messages on movie and 
TV screens and over the radio.

TS experts plead with club au- 
| aiences or anyone else who will 

listen — and some who won't. 
Others spend weeks in 25-below- 
zero weather skid-testing cars and 
tires on solid ice. And,one coun- 
cil executive helped make Oak 
Ridge, Tenn.; Los Alamos, N.M., 
and Richland, Wash., the safest 
cities in the country even though 
their citizenry works on the most 
hazardous force known. to man— 
atomic energy. 

“We only ask people not to 
kill themselves,” says Paul Jones, 
the council's director of informa- 
tion, “but we're bucking human 
nature. Nobody ever thinks an 
accident is going to happen to 
HIM — it) always happens to the 
other fellow. And then, Ameri- 
cans — whether they're aged two 
or 102—love to take a chance. 
They're driving up a hill and they 
know they shouldn't pass the car 
ahead. But a little voice keeps 
saying: ‘Wonder whether I can't 
get away with it.” 

It’s the story of Dr. Jekyl and 
Mr. Hyde all over again. Dr. 
Jekyl. pedestrian, is a meek gent 
who loves his fellow man and 
never forgets his umbrella when 
a rain cloud appears overhead. 
Put the same Dr. Jekyl behind 
the wheel of a shiny sedan and 
he turns into Mr, Hyde, driver 
and madman. His eyes stare fix- 
edly ahead. His foot turns into 
lead and is tied with wire to the 
gas pedal. A sense of incredible 
power overwhelms him. The 
streets are lined with enemies, 
each with but a single purpose in 
life: to keep him from getting 
where he is ; 

One of the most effective anti- 
dotes the council has found 
against this form of insanity is 
its well-publicized advance pre- 
diction of holiday traffic death 
tolls. About four days before 
each massacre Bill James of the 
statistical department puts his 
head together with the council's

publicity men. Together they 
try to arrive at a figure. 

Their prediction depends on 
the length of the holiday, present 
trends of traffic accidents and 
volume (both aré up again) and 
the weather. If it’s @ truly 
weathered-in weekend—a_ thor- 
oughly iced-up Christmas, for in- 
stance—the toll stays down be- 
cause most people have sense 
enough to stay home. But if it’s 
just rainy and foggy, they'll be 
out killing each other in record 


numbers. 

A council’s pollsters hit the 
fourth of July fatality total 

right on the nose—275. This year 

they were far too low. They 

thought 385 motorists would die, 

but the actual figure was 491. 


The Safety Council is all things 
to all men. Some think it sells 
insurance. Others believe it’s a 
branch of the Government, A 
vast segment of the public just 
takes it for a sort of Doctor I1.Q. 
of safety and calls up to ask how 
a gas pipe should be fixed and 
how long the landlord may leave 
the earpet off the stairs. One let; 
terwriter even requested a pic- 
ture of an electric chair, probably 
in the belief that if the council is 
so well-informed on gadgets to 
save your neck it might also be 
acquainted with good ways to lose

Actually, the non-profit council 
sells nothing but its voluminous 
literature, including 10 national 
magazines with a combined 
monthly circulation of 1,000,000, 
and the services of certain spe- 
cialists. Governors and admirals 
are among the 50-60,000 contes- 
tants who try to win $100 every 
month by composing a safety 
rhyme which is printed on the 
council’s safety calendars. And 
when the owners of a Canadian 
mine which had been on fire for 
four years appealed to the coun- 
ci’s engineers, a man from Chi- 
cago traveled to the scene of 
the subterranean blaze and put 
it out in two days. 

The Government is a customer 
of the council but has no say in 
how it’s run. The Air Force, for 
instance, is one of its 9000 mem- 
bers who pay dues ranging from 
$5 to $1400 a year, depending on 
size. During the war the «oun- 
cil printed up 4,000,000 copies of 


a book entitled “Private Droop 
has missed the war,” depicting 
the misadventures of a sad sack 
who was put out of commission 
while on furlough. 


Other clients include firms like 
United States Steel, General. Mo- 
tors, Internatidhal Harvester and 
local safety councils all over the 
country whom the Chicago outfit 
can supply with complete blue- 
prints for all phases of safety in 
factories and communities, strict- 
ly by mail order. 

Here are some of the questions 
most frequently asked of council 
experts; 

Is the bathroom the most dan- 
gerous place in the house? The 
answer is no. The kitchen is the 
scene of more mishaps; more 
gadgets explode and people slip 
or burn themselves than anywhere 
else. 

Are men safer drivers than 
women? Nobody knows. For 
lack of better statistics ‘or pos- 
sibly the desire to play it safe 
themselves) council spokesmen 
say that men have six times as 
many car accidents as women. 
They also do a great deal more 
driving. How much more? There 
are no figures on that. 

When is a driver drunk? The 
answer to that one has been 
worked out with scientific ac- 
curacy. Normally you’re deemed 
to be drunk if your blood con- 
tains more than .15 per cent alco- 
hol. As early as 1939, the coun- 
cil ran drunkometer tests for vis- 
itors to the New York Automo- 
bile Show. Visitors, who had to 
supply their own liquor, were 
told within half a highball how 
rhuch they had imbibed. Of the 
3050 who took the test not a man 
disputed the results. 

Significantly, the liquor indus- 
try furnishes the council $20,000 
a year for its fight against

Concern about an increase in 
industrial accidents gave birth to 
the council. In 1911, the steel 
people began getting seriously 
worried about production workers 
tumbling into molten metal and 
at their 1912 convention in Mil- 
waukee a round-table on safety 
stole the show. Next year, with 
a manager, a secretary and $1400, 
the Industrial Safety Council was 
formed. It was the forerunner 
of the present council which oc- 
cupies an entire floor in a large 
downtown office building and 
employs 300 people. 

W. H. Cameron was the coun- 
cil’s first director. He retired in 
1942. Dearborn, who has been 
president of the council since 
1944, formerly was dean of the 
division of general education at 
New York University:

IS safety salesmen like to 
H think they aren't missing a 

trick to put across their mes- 
sage. The council’s motion pic- 
ture and radio committee, whose 
members are available for any 
reasonably safe assignment, in- 
clude names like Bob Hope, Bar- 
bara Stanwyck, and the Marx 
brothers. Even John Brown, a 
radio actor who plays Digger 
O’Dell, the Friendly Undertaker, 
recorded a series of broadcasts 
sadly advising his friehds that the 
Digger would be practically out 
of a job if they would just be a 
little more careful. 


About the strongest sales re- 
sistance to safety, it seems, has 
been developed by youngsters 
who think that to be safe is to 
be sissy. To combat this trend 
the council gets out publications 
like one called “Out of Play,” a 
pamphlet by Clark D. Shaugh- 
nessy, former head football coach 
of the University of Pittsburgh, 
who tells budding quarterbacks 
that it just isn’t. very bright to 
try a tackle without protective 
equipment. 

The “best seller” in this line 
is a current radio play recorded 
by cowboy star Roy Rogers and 
his wife, Dale Evans. So far, 
1207 stations have asked for 
copies. It tells the kids that Roy 
Rogers wants his pardners to 
live an exciting life all right, but 
that it doesn’t pay to walk into 
an ambush if you know about it 
in advance. 

An incentive for local commu- 
nities to clean up their own back- 
yards safety-wise is provided by 
the council through its annual 
National Traffic Safety Contest. 
Oklahoma City and Lansing, 
Mich., tied for the 1949 grand 
award, making them presumably 
the two safest cities in the land. 
Connecticut won the grand award 
for states. St. Louis and Mis- 
souri won nothing. 

Civie groups in miany towns go 
all out to keep their community 
in the running. In Topeka, Kan., 
for instance, Boy Scouts used to 
stand at every downtown corner 
and, when somebody crossed the 
street the traffic light, 
they would hand the pedestrian 
a card reading, “You were lucky 
this time.” Junior Chamber of 
Commerce men masqueraded as

ghosts wearing signs saying, “I 
was a jaywalker.” 

Oak Ridge, Richland and Los 
Alamos are about the only towns 
of consequence that can't com- 
pete in this national race. A sep- 
arate intra-mural contest had to 
be set up for the Government-run 
atom towns because it turned out 
that they were too safe and 
would easily run away with most 
of the honors. 

Among those responsible for 
this anomaly js Sidney Williams, 
assistant to Dearborn and chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s Safety and Industrial 
Health Advisory Board. It hap- 
pens that Oak Ridge and Rich- 
land were the first towns in the 
world to have safety built in lit- 
erally from the ground floor. 

It’s pretty hard to die a violent 
death in atom town, Williams 
says. One of the council's ex- 
perts, for instance, suggested that 
the frame homes should have 
emergency exits from their upper 
story. To turn this trick with- 
out equipping each house with 
an expensive, unsightly fire es- 
cape, the trellises used for grow- 
ing vines were built strong 
enough to serve as ladders in case 


of fire. 
A hall from Williams you can 

drop in on Tom Fansler whose 
problems seem a lot less weighty 
He and his staff are interested in 
baby sitting and other causes of 
home accidents, and before you 
start scoffing at such kid stuff 
you might put the figure 30,500 
in your bonnet because that’s the 
number of lives lost in home dis- 
asters last year. 

Fansler’s department drew up 
what may be the most complete 
baby sitter’s guide extant (What 
undressing procedures are cus- 
tomarily followed? Where are 
first-aid supplies? Do you keep 
the child away from strange dogs 
and cats?). It also produced a 
standard form for parents te fill 
out before leaving the sitter in 
charge, giving detailed instruc- 
tions (In case of fire: first, get 
baby out of house; second, call 
fire department .. .) 

No matter how hard the coun- 
cil huffs and puffs to provide for 
every eventuality, human frailty 
always seems a step aheadgJhere 
was, for example, Mrs. Ralph 
Gilmore of Philadelphia who hur- 
ried across the room to turn up 
the volume on her radio and 
tripped over a rug for a bad fall. 
The program she fell for hap- 
pened to be a broadcast on home 
hazards by the National Safety 
Council. 

Or take Miss Elinor Williams, 
a petite young Chicago secretary. 
Her co-workers kept warning her 
about her “new-look” skirt but 
she paid no heed, fell and cut her 
face. Next day she dutifully re-

And Paul Jones tells this one: 
“Two years ago, on March 13, a 
certain staff member just fin- 
ished judging a safety contest.

NEW YORK, July 15. 
WO years ago David Lilien- 
4 thal, then chairman of. the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
declared: “There is a growing 
tendency in some quarters to act 
as if atomic energy were none of 
the people’s business. In my opin- 
ion this is nonsense and danger- 
ous nonsense—dangerous to cher- 
ished American institutions and 
for that reason dangerous to gen- 
uine national security. If schem- 
ers or fools or rascals or hysteri- 
cal stuffed shirts get this thing 
out of the people’s hands, then it 
may be too late to find out, what 
it is all about.”

In an attempt to dispel some 
of the ignorance and apathy of 
the “people” toward the atom. 
NBC is producing a series of 
Programs called “The Quick 
and the Dead,” being heard on 
Thursday nights, which is a 
sort of biography of the atom 
bomb, the hydrogen bomb and 
atomic energy.

A GREAT MANY distinguished 
people have collaborated on this 
notable effort. The series was 
written after two. months’ re- 
search by Fred Friendly, the com- 
piler of the record album, “I Can 
Hear It Now.” Bob Hope has 
contributed his services in the 
role of an American taxpayer who 
would like to find out something 
about the atomic energy program 
for which he is footing a healthy 
portion of the bill. William Lau- 
rence, science writer for the 
“New York Times,” was assigned 
the task of putting the atom into 
language comprehensible to Mr. 
Hope and the rest of us laymen.

Throughout the series are the 
voices, either their own or 
those of very skilled imperson- 
ators, of President Roosevelt, 
Winston Churchill, Albert Ein- 
stein, Lise Meitner, the first 
person to split an atom; Father 
Kleinsorge, the German Jesuit 
who supplied John Hersey with 
much of the material for “Hiro- 
shima”’; Dr. Karl Compton; Dr. 
Enricho Fermi; the co-pilot of 
the B-29 who dropped the bomb 
on Hiroshima, and many, many 
others.

THE FIRST PROGRAM was 
the beginning of what Mr. Hope 
very appropriately described as 
“the most exciting detective story 
of ali time.”

The go-ahead 
signal was given on Dec. 6, 1941, 
the day before Pearl Harbor, and 
the rest of the program is de- 
voted to that dangerous explora- 
tion into unknown territory, the 
building of the first atomic pile 
under Stagg Field in Chicago. 
Much of this is fairly familiar 
stuff. but it is still very exciting 
dramatic material.

A Pleasant Visit 
In Lincoln County

SUPPOSE that if anyone accused us of partiality for our 

own particular bit of Ozark countryside, we'd have to plead 

guilty. Yet it would be fairer to say that we're prejudiced 
in favor of Missouri, in every part of which we find much of 
interest and beauty. Thus

we've sung the praises of 
the rich agricultural lands 
of the “Bootheel” which lies

In fields of 
wheat and oats the combines were rolling, threshing 
out the grain harvest; and close behind them: came the 
balers, dotting the fields with thousands of; bales of 
straw. The corn, most of it well-advanced and laid by, 
has a fine, dark color to match the foliage of the tim- 
ber on the steeper hillsides.

This particular part of the refuge is Owen's 
favorite fox chasing territory; for while no killing of 
game is allowed here, there are plenty of foxes in the 
timbered hills and along the creeks and it is a fine 
place for a chase.

WE SPENT THE MORNING following the picnic going 
ever Hugh's nurseries where there is much of interest to see. 
In addition to the multiflora seedlings, where plantings number 
into the millions, the nursery is beginning to specialize in the 
broad-leaf evergreens which are becoming steadily more popu- 
lar as foundation and border plantings. These include varieties 
of yew, box, and other species. All plantings on sloping ground 
are made on the contour, while terraces protect the ground 
against erosion. Beds of seedlings re heavily mulched with 
sawdust or ground corncobs, depending on whether the par- 
ticular species prefers an acid or neutral soil, while a heavy 
growth of brome grass and alfalfa covers all areas not actually 


planted to nursery stock. 
* * * 


One of the greatest problems of the nurseryman is 
to keep his seedling beds weeded clean, with various 
“weed grasses” creating the most difficult problem. 
This problem Hugh is largely solving by heavy pastur- 
ing with geese which are great grass eaters and cut 
the hand weeding by as much as 75 per cent. In one 
pond en the hill nursery which has never successfully 
held water, a dozen pigs are being fed and these are 
gradually sealing the pond so that it serves te store 
water for irrigation. Such watering as is required 
is done with sprinklers attached to long sections of 
aluminum pipe which are extremely light and can be 
moved from one part of the field to another with 
minimum labor; a system widely used today by truck 
gardeners and even for such field egpps as corn and 
alfalfa. 
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ANOTHER THING WHICH particularly interested us was 
two types of buildings at the nursery, both developed by firms 
here in Missouri. Small buildings for livestock are built of 
pre-cut, treated lumber, mounted on runners of heavy treated 
timber so that they can be moved by tractor-power from one 
location to another; while fence posts are also pressure-treated 
against weather and insect damage. The nursery office, shop 
and tool shed is a handsome building erected on the “pole 
barn” principle. Buildings of this type are being used on more 
and more midwestefn farms and go a long way toward getting 
costs down where they belong. 

We started for home late, and full of fried chicken and 
new ideas. But when we rounded the bend between Potosi 
and Possum Trot where the blue crests of the St. Francois hills 
first come into view, we decided’ once more that there’s no 
place in Missouri quite so beautiful as our Belleview valley, 
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tremely versatile as well as orig- 
inal with her velvet house slacks

Woman Spy in the Philippines 


Claire Clavier, Now a Portland Housewife, Danced for the 
Japanese Generals, Gained Military Information for the 


Underground, Was Captured and Tortured in Prison Camp

BEAVERTON, Ore., July 15. 

ANNED goods hold a special 
(C tascination for a svelte, dark- 

haired woman in her early 40’s 
named Claire Phillips Clavier. 
She can stand in a local super- 
market for many minutes, simply 
eyeing tins of fruit, vegetables, 
soup and pickles, Other shoppers 
pass her by impatiently, while 
Mrs. Clavier looks over the well- 
stocked shelves with satisfaction 
and even gloating. 

This attractive woman remem- 
bers when a lump of soggy rice 
the size of a tennis ball was all 
the food she got each day. Ina 
Japanese prison camp near Manila 
her weight dwindled from 145 to 
80 pounds. Today she weighs 118 
pounds and is grateful she has 
survived one of the most grueling 
experiences to wrack an American 
woman during World War II. 

Mrs. Clavier was the “Mata 
Hari” of the Philippines, an enter- 
tainer who performed the’ fan 
dance for Japanese officers at 
night and sent information, ra- 
tions and quinine to*guerrillas in 
the wooded hills by day. 


Mrs. Clavier’s code name among, 


these brave men loyal to the 
United States was “High Pockets.” 
As “High Pockets” she is still a 
legend in the Philippines, and she 
is commencing to receive recogni- 
tion in her native Pacific North- 
west for the deeds of valor she 
carried off in the war. 

A leading Portland contractor 
has just presented a five-room 
bungalow valued at $8500 to 
Claire Clavier and her daughter 
and sick husband, who is ill with 
tuberculosis. She recently re- 
ceived a vast accumulation of 
prizes on Ralph Edwards's “Truth 


_ or Consequences” radio program, 


and soon Hollywood will film a 
movie based on her exploits in the 


Philippines. 
C report is true that she will be 
portrayed on the screen by 
Barbara Stanwyck. It was as just 
such a sultry siren as Miss Stan- 
wyck often plays that Claire be- 
came the dominant figure in a 
Philippine espionage ring which 
harassed and defied the Japanese 
invaders. 

She and her entertainers in 
the Club Tsubaki, owned by 
Claire, teased valuable military 
information from the susceptible 
officers of the Imperial Army. 
They collected food and medicine

to keep guerrilla bands in opera- 
tion. Yet at last Claire’s string 
of luck ran out. One of the car- 
riers of supplies was snared on 
his way to the hills. He squealed. 
For a time Claire lay in a 
Japanese prison stockade under 
sentence of death. This was re- 
duced to 12 years at hard labor, 
a levy she is sure would have 
meant eventual death had Amer- 
ican victory not intervened. 


At Fort Santiago, in 
clutches of her captors, Claire 
went through the tortures of 
starvation, degradation and out- 
right physical torment. She was 
given the dreadful “water cure” 
to force from her the identity of 
others in the Philippine under- 
ground. Nearly naked and held 
immobile on a bench, a spouting 
hose was thrust down her throat. 
Claire claims she will be proud 
as long as she lives that this or- 
deal did not induce her to “peach” 
on her comrades. 

“I just couldn’t have done that,” 
she recollects. “I couldn't have 
the deaths and torture of others 
hanging over my own head. I 
guess I expected eventually to be 
executed, anyway.” 

A strange mixture of tragedy 
and gaiety has characterized the 
life of this courageous woman. 

As Claire de la Taste, of French 
ancestry and American birth, she 
went to the Far East with a musi- 
cal stock company in 1938. Claire

danced in the chorus and sang bit 
numbers. In Manila she met a 
handsome Spaniard named Man- 
uel Fuentes. She left the show 
when they were married. In 1940 
they adopted a baby gi®l who was 
the daughter of a Philippine 
mother and an American father.

YEAR later Claire and her 

husband were divorced. She 

returned briefly to Oregon, 
then went back to the Philippines. 
She married- John Phillips, a ser- 
geant in the Thirty-first Infantry 
of the United States Army. After 
the Japs seized the island, Claire 
Phillips and her daughter Dian 
fled to the hills. Sergeant Phil- 
lips died of dysentery in Cabana- 
tuan prison, 

The idyll of Army life in the 
tropics was over. Claire had been 
happier with John Phillips than 
ever before in her life. They 
swam in the surf and picnicked in 
the jungle. 

Now she had to live off these 
same jungles, but with no picnic 
hamper from a generously-sup- 
plied Army commissary. Claire 
and her daughter ate _ snakes, 
monkey meat and native herbs. 
They also bivouacked with the 
men who were to form the Philip- 
pine underground movement. It 
was during this adventure that the 
great plot took shape. 

The underground needed a 
headquarters and a listening post 


in Manila. A woman, especially 
an attractive woman, might carry 
this off where a man would fail. 
The others looked searchingly at 
Claire. She had been in the realm 
of entertainment. Why could she 
not operate a lush night club? It 
would attract the Japanese lead- 
ers, who fancied themselves as 
great rakes. 


Claire was smuggled into Ma- 
nila by Maj. John Boone of the 
American Army, who had es- 
caped to play a part in the under- 
ground movement against the 
Japs. Claire was supplied with 
forged Italian papers and a pass- 
port. Her olive skin and glisten- 
ing black hair made the disguise 
cor atively easy, 

ii. Club Tsubaki (meaning 
“camellia’”) was a sure success. 
The dances were exotic, the food 
as good as short supplies would 
allow. Soon Claire was sending 
back messages to Boone and his 
confederates in the hills. Her 
code name was of her own de- 
vising. “I thought of my habit 
of sticking valuables in my bra,” 
she reminisces. “Thus the cryptic 
‘High Pockets’ was conceived, and

self. wasn’t available, Claire per- 
formed in a subdued light on the 
floor of the Club Tsubaki. The 
naval officer was enthusiastic and 
drank many more toasts. UIlti- 
mately he revealed when his fleet 
would be patched up to sail for 
the Solomon Islands. 

Claire still believes that this 
significant~- information, relayed 
by the guerrillas to American 
forces, helped bring about the 
loss of all except one of the sub- 
marines under the Japanese offi- 
cer’s command. 
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N May 23, 1944, Claire Phil- 
( lips heard the dreaded order, 

“Jitto shita eri!” This was Jap- 
anese for “Hands Up!” The mili- 
tary police were in her dressing 
room. A carrier had been appre- 
hended. She was known to be the 
mysterious “High Pockets.” 

In prison Claire was tortured 
and starved. The women prison- 
ers had no privacy. Hunger so 
wracked them that a young Phil- 
ippine girl caught the cat of a 
soldier, skinned it and ate it raw. 
Claire is certain she would have 
died of malnutrition and cigar 
burns on her legs, had not the 
American Army arrived to the 
rescue. 

On Feb. 10, 1945, the gates of 
the prison camp swung open and 
Claire tottered out to join her 
daughter Dian, who had been 
cared for by loyal friends in Ma- 
nila. As they sailed eastward in 
an Army transport, Claire saw the 
American flag waving again over 
Corregidor and she felt confi- 
dent that she had played a part 
in its victorious return. 

Claire has maintained her con- 
tacts with the men and women 
who shared her defiance of the 
Japanese in the Philippines. On 
Christmas day of 1947 she was 
distributing presents at the Per- 
manente Hospital near Portland, 
when she met a tall ex-soldier 
named Robert Clavier, who had 
staggered through the painful 
weeks of the Bataan death march, 
They were married a month later. 
Clavier is rated at 100 per cent 
disability by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration because of his war- 
time ordeal. 

As her contribution to Amer- 
ican triumph in the Philippines 
has become known, Claire Phil- 
lips Clavier has emerged increas- 
ingly as a public personage in the 
region where she was brought up.

ARRY MITTLEMAN, a prom- 
H inent Portland contractor, has 

given her an attractive cot- 
tage in the suburbs of Beaverton. 
Generous local merchants imme- 
diately furnished this home. 
Lewis and Clark College has 
awarded a four-year scholarship 
to Dian, now in the fourth grade 
at a Beaverton public school. 

Claire herself is in fair health, 
although she believes she may 
never recover fully from the pain 
and starvation of her imprison- 
ment. Recently she underwent 
an operation for ulcers, and a 
gain in weight has followed. 

Claire Phillips Clavier spends 
a good deal of time in the mod- 
ern, enamel kitchen of her new 
home. She experiments with 
many fancy recipes. The abun-«~ 
dance of food in Oregon grocery 
stores never ceases to make a 
vivid impression. Occasionally, as 
she sees the walls of canned 
goods and the bins of fresh pro- 
duce, she visions jn her mind's 
eye the lump of soggy rice which 
for months was her ration every 
24 hours. 

“Real hunger is something you 
can’t describe,” she explains. 
“All I can say is that I don’t wish 
it on my worst enemy. People 
in America do not really appre- 
ciate how lucky they are.” 

Claire continues to correspond 
with her friends in the Philippine 
Islands. “I can tell from these 
lettérs,” she adds, “that the peo- 
ple over there want desperately 
to maintain their republic. They 
fear the Communists. “Having 
had a terrible experience with 
one dictatorship, they are wary 
of coming under another. The 
republic may have its political 
troubles, but my friends ‘would 
die to defend it against Commu- 
nism.”

Miss Boxdorfer serves as law counsellor for Mis- 
souri Girls’ State, and in this capacity conducts daily 
law classes. She also helps set up the court struc- 
tures through which the girls, all of whom will be 
high school seniors in the fall, are able to study the 
operation of municipal, circuit and supreme courts.

“THE PROGRAM IS VERY realistic,” she points out. 
“For instance, the instructions which the girls receive as jur- 
Ors are patterned exactly after those actually given in court. 
It seems to me this is an especially valuable civic program 
because it reaches girls at an age when they are very im- 
pressionable, and when they are just becoming conscious of 
their responsibilities. I think this experience of seeing de- 
mocracy at work and of actually participating in the program 
makes them so mindful of the fact that they do have civic 
responsibilities that they will carry this consciousness with 
them throughout their lives, whether they go into business 
or marry and raise families. And it is an ever-growing influ- 
ence. The 250 or 300 girls who attend each year go back 
to their own communities, where they in turn make other 
girls and women aware of their responsibilities and opportu- 
nities. And that, of course, is exactly the goal toward which 
we are striving through all possible channels.”

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KSD-TV of St. Louis P 


KSD-TV of St. Louis, the first 
completely postwar equipped tele- 
vision station to go on the air 
in the United States, was 10 years 
in the planning. In the two years 
that the station has been operat- 
ing, telecasting jumped from 15 
hours a week received by some 
2000 sets to 50 hours a week 
picked up by 140,000 sets in this 
area. 

The years that preceded the 
opening date of Feb. 8, 1947, 
were busy ones. On Nov. 4, 1936, 
George M. Burbach, general man- 
ager of radio station KSD, wrote 
to the Radio Corporation of 
America expressing the station’s 
interest in television and its de- 
sire to be the first in St. Louis 
with a TV outlet. 

Discussions and correspondence 
continued during the early war 
years and by November 1943 KSD 
requested R.C.A. to assign prece- 
dence ratings for TV equipment 
to be ordered by the station. Six 
months later KSD’s television 
plans were approved by the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co.’s board of 
directors and within two weeks 
an application for a TV construc- 
tion permit was filed with the 
FCC. 

Two years elapsed before it 
was possible to order the equip- 
ment. Part of this equipment 
was flown in by the Post-Dispatch 
plane in time to telecast the 
Veiled Prophet parade and ball 
on Oct. 8 and 9, 1946. These 
events, carried over a closed cir- 
cuit, were viewed by 100 guests in 
a viewing room sét up in the 
Post-Dispatch Building. 

By Feb. 3, 1947, KSD-TV, using 
temporary quarters and a 
watt transmitter located in the 
Post-Dispatch on the roof of the 
Post-Dispatch Building, was ready 
with its first test program. This 
program, watched by a group of 
R.C.A. dealers in the Statler Ho- 
tel six blocks away, included a 
man-on-the-street program, a 
sportscast, interviews with R.C.A. 
executives, and films. 

Five days later the station was 
officially on the air with News 
and Views, and other programs 
much like those of the test broad- 
cast. Two days later 13 sponsors 
were signed up. 

By July 1947 a new tower and 
transmitter were placed in serv- 
ice, and in September 1948 the 
Midwestérn Network was opened 
with a program presented by 
KSD-TV in conjunction with 
N.B.C. This show was telecast 
from Kiel Auditorium and was 
an entire program originated 
through the facilities of KSD-TV. 

KSD-TY, still the only network 
@tation imSt. Louis, has more net- 
work programs than any other 
station. It carries N.B.C. and 
C.B.S., some on direct line, some 
on kinscope and some on films. 
The first World Series game tele- 
cast for St. Louls in October 1948 
was picked up in Cleveland and 
broadcast by KSD-TV and the 
Midwestern Network., In Decem- 
ber of the same year operations 
performed at Desloge, St. Mary’s 
and Barnes hospitals were telecast 
over a closed network to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association conven- 
tion at Kiel Auditorium. The pic- 
tures were carried by microwave 
relays and were viewed on a six- 
by-eight-foot: screem and on 13 
smaller receivers. program, 
which created tremendous inter- 
est, was watched by 300 doctors. 

The year 1947, which saw the 
linking of the Eastern and Mid- 
western networks, brought such 
headline events as the inaugura- 
tion of President Truman, and the 
wedding of Vice President Alben 
Barkley and Mrs. Carleton Had- 
ley. This was the first time that 
KSDgV handled two remotes 
consecutively. The wedding and 
reception were fed to the N.B.C. 
television network. Part of it 
went to the N.B.C.-Am network. 
This was.the first time that a 
wedding of national importance 
was telecast. . 

Local Programs. 

One of the most popular local 
programs is “Homemaking with 
KSD-TV,” a home economics pro- 
gram. The program, which is tele- 
cast Monday through Friday from 
3 to 3:30 p.m., features Wilma 
Sim, home economist, and her 
assistant, Shirley Jane Finley. 
Each day a complete menu is pre-

pared and varies between dinner, 
luncheon, tea, breakfast, picnic, or 
special occasion luncheon or din- 
ner. The television audience has 
a step-by-step picture of the rye 
the various dishes are prepared in 
this gleaming kitchen with its 
spotless appliances and home- 
The entire meal is 
shown at the end of the program 
on a “picture table.” 


The Homemaking Show opens 
each day with the camera fo- 
cused on the cookbook, which has 
a page for the menu of the day. 
At the close of each daily pro- 
gram Miss Sim tells the audience 
what ingredients to have on hand 
the next day in order to follow 
the procedure at home. John Roe- 
del is the show’s announcer, 
whose chief function, in addition 
to reading some commercials, is 
appreciating the finished food. 
This is a function which he shares 
with others of the studio -per- 
sonnel. The show is directed by 
Betty Barnett. 


Russ David, who has been mu- 
sical director for KSD for at 
least 12 years, has his own tele- 
vision show every Monday night 
at 9:30. He is featured with Sing- 
er Dottye Bennett, who has also 
been on the staff at KSD for a 
number of years and is well known 
to the radio audience. 


Russ Severin has a musical and 
variety show, “To the Ladies,” 
with women’s groups gathering in 
the studio for quizzing and prizes. 


Only TV Station. 

Thus far KSD-TV is the only 
television station in this area. 
The station's equipment is valued 
at about $500,000. The main 
studio in the Post-Dispatch build- 
ing is 29 by 22 feet with the floor 
isolated from the rest of the 
building. . 

The control room is elevated 
above the studio floor to give the 
director a commanding view of 
the studio. An audience observa- 
tion balcony is located above the 
control room. Two image orthi- 
con cameras are used in the 
studio. The projection room is 
equipped with an conoscope film 
camera, a 16-mm. projector, two 
automatic slide projectors and a 
custom-built balopticon. The 
five-kilowatt transmitter and tow- 
er are located on the Post-Dispatch 
Annex Building. Antenna is an 
R.C.A,. superturnstile and is 544 
feet above the street level. KSD- 
TV operates with a 16-kilowatt 
ERP mobile unit, also R.C.A., is 
equipped with two image orthicon 
camera chains. A voltage control 
and the usual remote audio and 
lighting facilities are also in- 
cluded. The studio master 
switcher is custom-built. 

According to authorities, it will 
be at least a year before St. Louis 
has another television station: 
Much depends on the FCC de- 
cision on color and on the allo- 
cation of channels. Buying and 
installation of equipment are also 
time-consuming.

Many Sports Events on TV Have 
Increased Size of Audience 


There was once a time when 
athletics were seen in action only 
by the thousands or tens of 
thousands. 

But now television is focused 
on sports. As a result, they have 


a second audience watching them 
—one swhich, by next year, may 
number 35,000,000. 

The announcer may describe 
each player’s specialties as he 
runs out onto the field. Uniforms 
may be changed in color and de- 
sign to assist the televiewer in 
distinguishing one team or con- 
testant from another. Stadiums 
may be modified to give cameras 
more advantageous positions. 
Minor sports may rise suddenly 
to prominence. Competitions in 
some of the lesser sports may be 
held with only the television 
cameras as onlookers. Games may 
be. evaluated by their visual in- 
terest or changed to become more 
visual—for example, brighter ice 
hockey pucks may be used, or 
teams may be composed of fewer 
players so they can be seen more 
readily on a screen. 


Television has already made a 
deep impression on sports. Foot- 
ball, baseball, boxing, wrestling, 
tennis, ice hockey, roller derbies 
and track meets are now as much 
a part of television as variety and 
dramatic shows. ,Television has 
made it possible for millions of 
people in dozens of cities to see 
world series baseball games, 
championship boxing matches, 
and the great football classics. 


The television. audience loves 
the excitement, the thrills, and 


the drama of well- matched op- 
ponents in action. Sports have 
helped increase the _ television 
audience and helped bring spon- 
sors to the new broadcast service. 


But the world of sports has 
been campensated, and richly, for 
these services. Tele Vision has 
moved many to attend “live’’’ 
sports exhibitions for the first 
time. Television has made wres- 
tling one of the biggest attrac- 
tions in sports, and has single- 
handedly brought about the ac- 
ceptance, growth and success of 
the roller derby. Similarly, 
other colorful, highly competitive 
sports have found in television an 
invaluable publicity medium and 
a most effective missionary. * 

Of equal importance is the abil- 
ity of television to permit millions 
to witness a sell-out event. There 
are few sports fans who would 
trade a ringside or 50-yard line 
or grandstand seat for a choice 
living-room view of a television 
receiver. Everyone knows that 
television does a wonderful job 
of handling overflow from the 
gates, of bringing events to count- 
less people who could not other- 
wise afford to see them, and of 
letting the alumni who couldn't 
get back for the game see that the 
old team hasn't lost any of its 
fighting spirit. 

From a very practical stand- 
point, there are few universities 
which cannot use the additional 
revenue television can bring, both 
to help keep athletic facilities in 
good condition and, more impor- 
tant, to contribute to the labora- 
tories, vorkshops, classrooms and 


campus.

Television has created a new 
type of “family doctor,” a com- 
bination healer and _ research 
technician who not only applies 
his therapy to ailing television 
receivers but also seeks ways and 
means to prevent a recurrence of 
their ills and generally improve 
the health of his “‘patients.” He 
is the factory-trained television 
service man. 


This unique practitioner came 
into being when one television 
manufacturing company, at the 
beginning of postwar commercial 
television, set up its own serv- 
icing organizations, placing the 
installation and servicing of tele- 
vision receivers in the hands of 
its trained technicians. Although 
the main objective was to provide 
maximum operating efficiency in 
the home, the plan afforded an 
opportunity to study the receivers 
in action and provide design en- 
gineers with field information by 
which trouble could be antici- 
pated and prevented. 


As a result, the television serv- 
ice organization of a manufac- 
turer of TV sets, representing to- 
day approximately 100 branch of- 
fices thousands of service tech- 
nicians throughout the country, 
became in a sense a nation-wide 
field research institution as well 
as a corrective agency. 

These technicians, installing 
and servicing television receivers 
under a multitude of conditions 
and in many different localities, 
were able to observe receiver per- 
formance under circumstances 
that could not altogether be simu- 
lated in the planning and testing. 

The phenomenal growth of 
television, and the resultant flood 
of information from the field 
necessitated the. formation of a 
separate organization within this 
manufacturer’s service company 
to correlate, study and interpret 
the field information. A com- 
prehensive program was set up 
to provide a day-by-day report 
on the quality and performance 
of its receivers as they were in- 
stalled in homes. 

Widely separated service branch 
offices throughout the nation, se- 
lected to provide a complete 
cross-section sampling of geo- 
graphic, climatic and other local 
conditions, participate in the pro- 
gram. Here is how they work: 

Each television instrument. in- 
stalled by these branch offices 
is made the subject of an analyt- 
ical report by the service man 
who makes the installation. The 
report, which covers the condition 
of the receiver as received by the 
customer, details of the installa- 
tion and any problems associated 
with it, and the performance of 
the instrument, after installation, 
is immediately air-mailed to the 
company’s home: office in New 
Jersey. There, a special quality 
control group immediately ana- 
lyzes and summarizes the reports 
and presents the findings to pro- 
duction, engineering, sales, pur- 
chasing and servicing depart- 
ments. 

Bugs Eliminated. 

These findings, which indicate 
operational patterns throughout 
the country, keep the departments 
informed on the performance of 
the receivers, suggest where im- 
provements can be made, and 
spotlight potential trouble spots, 
leading to improved receivers at 
lower prices, more effective serv- 
icing techniques and the progres- 
sive tlimination of “bugs” likely 
to require servicing. 

For example, reports from the 
field some time ago indicated a 
particular receiving tube was los- 
ing its effectiveness prematurely. 
The tube engineers -were called 
in and developed an improved 
tube with a much longer life. ex- 
pectancy. This tube immediately 
replaced the original in all models 
on the production line. The serv- 
ice company also carried its policy 
of preventive “medicine” one step 
further. Service men were in- 
structed to use only the improved 
tube when they serviced a set 
containing one of this particular 
type, so that set owners would be 
relieved of potential trouble from 
this source.

Milestones in Modern ‘Electronics, 


Television receivers that consume only 
half as much power as earlier and smaller 
sets . . . instruments with 30 per cent 
fewer parts, 20 per cent fewer connections, 
and improved picture and sound, sets that 
can be installed in the home more quickly 
and be given normal service without taking 
the chassis from the cabinet, these are 
just a few of the trophies brought back 
from the latest expedition into unexplored 
areas of television research by engineers 
of a*manufacturer of television sets. 


Starting soon after the war with the 


findings of a few prewar years of limited |= 


commercial television experience plus war- 
time research into related fields, these 


engineers created the popular 10-inch re- a 


ceivers with which postwar television was 
launched. The sets had more than 1100 
components and parts, and more than 500 
solder joints were required to assemble 
them. Instruments this complex in design 
and manufacture were, naturally, compara- 
tively expensive. 


That was four years ago. Since then, 
the constant objective of these television 
designers and engineers has been to im- 
prove quality and to reduce cost. Though 
it has meant going in two directions at 
once, they have found many ingenious 
ways to accomplish this. 


Good Chassis. 


The primary aim was to make a good 
television chassis better through greater 
simplification. There were 30 tubes in 
those first postwar 10-inch table models, 
and it took 320 watts to operate them. 
Through the use of more efficient and 
more multi-purpose tubes, and the appli- 
cation of great ingenuity in design, the 
number of tubes has been reduced to 22, 
with parts and assembly operations re- 
duced proportionately, affecting consider- 
able savings while actually increasing 
power and improving performance. 


Today, a 1214-inch table model of the 
same make costs less than half as much 
as the early 10-inch sets and requires only 
160 watts. 


In the production of earlier sets, each 
wiring operation was done individually on 
a chassis base that had the tube sockets 
and other supports for soldering connec- 
tions already in place. Now, sets are made 
like battleships, with sub-assemblies. Wir- 
ing is first attached to the sockets and 
supports. Then, on the assembly line, the 
units are joined to the chassis base with 
self-tapping screws. This method speeds 
production, lessens the risk of error, and 
reduces cost. 


Television engineers at first gave pri- 
mary attention to picture quality, and less 
to sound. But the new sets of this manu- 
facturer are designed with 40 per cent 
greater sound power and improved, more 
sensitive speakers to utilize television's 
full FM range and quality, and to assure 
improved tonal performance of radio- 
phonographs combined with the sets or 
of phonograph attachments. 


Pictures Are Stable. 


Picture quality, however, has not been 
neglected. Pictures more stable than be- 
fore, well balanced and detailed in high- 
lights, shadows, and intermediate shades, 
have been assured through the use of all 
necessary circuits and components to util- 
ize full picture bandwidth and the rated

voltage for each size of picture tube. 


Ease of tuning has been a prime requi- 
site in receiver engineering. These engi- 
neers have maintained from the start that 
all necessary controls for getting a well- 
tuned picture should be conveniently and 
safely accessible from the front of the 
receiver. They have designed the re- 
ceivers so that when the sound is clearest, 
the picture is sharpest, permitting the 
owner to “tune by ear.” On the new sets 
are a switch that permits the owner to 
select a station instantaneously by clicking 
the switch to the desired channel number, 
and a new positive-action fine tuning con- 
trol that allows even more exact instant 
tuning. 

Radio, some time ago, developed the 
principle of “automatic gain control,” 
which prevents alternate fading and boom- 
ing of the sound with variations in the 
incoming radio signals, electric current, 
or atmospheric conditions. Television 
adopted this principle to compensate for 
changes in picture brightness when the 
pick-up in the studio is switched from one 
camera to another, or when the scene 
changes. Instead of requiring correction 
of the brightness or the contrast of the 
image by tuning, the new television sets 
of this manufacturer adjust themselves 
electronically and automatically. 


By carefully “shielding” the new re- 
ceivers, engineers have minimized dis- 
turbance from external sources. 


Notable improvements have also been 
incorporated into the receivers to step up 
reception in the “fringe” areas or regions 
where the television signal is weak. By 
improved designs, the sets pull weak sig- 
nals through reception difficulties which 
previously could not be overcome. Recent- 
ly developed tubes used in the new models 
strengthen the television signal consider- 
ably, making it possible to keep the re- 
ceiver operating properly in the fringe 
areas and improving picture sharpness and 
detail. 

Today's television receivers represent 
major milestones in the science of modern 
electronics. To quote one technician: “In 
television engineering, perfection is a 


thousand little things.”

S a wheel horse in St. Louis Cardinal game lineups, Stanley Music! works 
with thousands of people breathing hopefully down his neck. When 
Musial picks up his specially made 33-ounce bat and stands up to the 
plate, spectators at the field, as well as the audience at television and radio 
receivers, expect something rather special to happen. 

The fact that Musial is able to oblige has brought him, at 29, farae and 

eres 8 §8=—s- prosperity. An eye that almost unerringly appraises a pitched ball,jand a 
2 '—. combination of superb co-ordination and powerful wrists have made Stanley 
£ one of America’s best known citizens. Other qualities, harder to define, have 

endeared him to hard-bitten baseball fans. They include engaging modesty, 
even temperament, readiness to put the team first, and the fact that he is a 
pleasant and approachable young man. His most irresistible chatm, of 
course, is his steady delivery of solid base hits and his habit of frequently 
slamming a ball over the fence—right, left or center. 

Like most other topnotch ball players, Musial has become adjusted 'to the 
fact that he is regarded as a sort of public property. Some players. have 
reacted brusquely to the sometimes merciless infringements of their privacy. 
Musial's willingness to provide autographs and to answer each of the 3000 or 
so letters he gets every week may be attributed partly to a realistic apprecia- 
tion.of where gate receipts come from. But those who know him well insist 
that Stan remains an unspoiled, good-natured gpy. 

Musial has been well rewarded. His contract, which probably cortains 
additional bonus provisions, calls for a salary of $50,000 for the year, hijhes 
ever paid a Cardinal player. A year and a half ago, he became partner in 
a steak house on Chippewa street, and the magic name hung over its door 
has brought a rush m new. customers, hungry for sirloins and a close-range 
look at The Man. Indorsements of various products provide another chonnel 
by which money streams into the Musial hopper. Estimates of the total ‘ake, 
before taxes, range up to around $90,000. | 

Ten years ago, Stan was a minor league southpaw pitcher with a dead 
arm. Switching to outfield, he began the 194] season on the Cardinal farm 
team at Springfield, Missouri, where he aroused fans’ enthusiasm and man- 
agement's interest by hitting 26 homers. He was transferred briefly to 
Rochester, and then called up to the Cardinals. In 1942, his first full season, 
Stan cut his big league teeth with a winning World Series team. 

Since then, he has pl in three other World Series, and seven All-Star 
Games.

But he made one mistake he'll always re- 
gret: he tried to drive a car after he'd been 
drinking. He had never done it before. He 
tells his story here in hope that other 
drivers will profit by his mistake! 


WAS SENTENCED.to seven days in jail 
for drunken driving. I deserved it. 

I told the judge I was guilty. I cer- 
tainly wouldn't want to be on the street 
or have any of my friends near a driver 
who was in my condition last night. 

I’m telling you this because I think peo- 
ple who drink should do their drinking at 
home — and not before driving. I might 
have killed somebody if I hadn’t been ar- 
rested. As it is, Idon’t remember what hap- 
pened after I left the last bar. 

(Editor’s Note: One man did remember, 
however. He is Patrolman_Albert G. Hof- 
bauer, assigned to a plainclothes detail 


known locally in Detroit as the “Clean-Up 
Squad.” One of the squad’s principal func- 
tions is to check conduct in bars. 

“IT was in this bar,” says Hofbauer, ‘and 
saw Huff and another fellow drinking. 
Huff left the bar with his friend, got into 
the car and started driving backward from 
the curb. He backed across three lanes and 
then backed through a red light. He 
jumped a curb and the car stalled.” 

Now go on with Huff's story.) 

I just remember waking up in a cell. And 
then I came to court. 

I’m engaged and my girl — she’s pretty 
sore at me — went bicycling last night. I 
didn’t have anything to do. So a buddy of 
mine called and he and me got together at 
a neighborhood bar. 

We started drinking and playing shuf- 
fleboard at about 7 p.m. We went to about 
three bars after that, I think. We were 
drinking and playing more shuffleboard. 

Pretty soon we were playing for drinks. 
My buddy kept saying ‘“Let’s have a 
couple more.” So we did. 


“A Couple Drinks Later”’ 


LITTLE LATER, two guys came in and 
A asked if we wanted to play them for 
drinks. We started winning, and you can't 
quit when you're ahead. 


Huff was jailed in one city’s crackdown. Meanwhile, the nation

I* ALL STATES, traffic officials are 
getting tougher with drunken 
drivers and speeders. But if Charles 
Huff had been arrested for drunken 
driving in some other cities, chances 
are he would have drawn a stiff fine 
—but no jail sentence. 

Detroit, however, and a few others, 
have cracked down. Detroit motor- 
ists convicted of drunken driving or 
of exceeding the speed limit by more 
than 15 miles an hour no longer get 
off with mere fines. They go to jail. 

The Detroit crackdown was moti- 
vated by an alarming upswing in the 
city’s accident rate. And during the 
first month of the program, 308 
motorists were hustled off to the 
House of Correction. 


Has the threat of jail made De- 
troit’s streets any safer? 

“It certainly has,” says Detroit 
Police Traffic Director, James M. 
Lupton. “Just travel down one and 
you'll see the difference.” 

Detroit started its campaign on 
May 8. From May 8 to May 31, a 
period of 24 days, there were only 
seven traffic fatalities on Detroit 
streets. In the 24 days preceding 
May 8 there had been 18! 

At the same time that Detroit is 
getting tough with speeders and 
tipsy drivers, the National Commit- 
tee for Traffic Safety has called 
upon state governors to take drastic 
steps to curb these two types of 
offenders. Accidents attributable to 
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drunken driving!

First thing you know, I was “polluted.” 

When the bar closed I headed for the 
car.

“He asked me, ‘What car 
was I driving?’ He was friendly, very nice 
and co-operative, but he sure had a load 
on 

“We had trouble starting his car at first 
and he offered to help. 1 felt sorry for him. 

‘We took him down to headquarters for 
the balloon (drunkometer) test. You know 
at .15 they’re supposed to be drunk. Well, 
Huff tested .22, so you can imagine... .’’) 

And soI woke up in a cell. 

There's no telling what might have hap- 
pened if that cop hadn’t been around. 
People just don’t know how dangerous it 
is to be allowed to drive when you don’t 
know what you’re doing. 

Now I’m going to have enough time in. 
jail for a week to do a lot of thinking. I’m 
going to straighten myself out. 

And it will take a lot of straightening 
out. I’m in hot water with my girl and my 
boss. (Huff 1s a stock clerk for a‘ Detroit 
blueprint firm. He has held the job steadily 
and has five years seniority.) 

I was supposed to get married and have 
a two-week honeymoon at the end of the 


month. The boss, he’s a swell guy, is giving 
me a good deal. 

I’m going to spend one of the two weeks 
in jail, so I won’t lose any pay. My girl and 
I were going to go to California on our 
honeymoon. We figured we could do it in 
two weeks. But we’ll go to see Niagara 
Falls instead. Next year, I'll make it all 
up to her. 


‘‘A Long Time to Make It Up’’ 


RB” IT'S GOING TO TAKE ME a long time to 
make it up. This is the first time I've 
ever done anything like this. And I was in 
the Navy four years. (Huff was a bosun’s 
mate, third class, and served in the Pa- 
cific.) i 

She says it’s going to take a long time to 
Straighten things out. 

She says if nothing else happens, we'll 
get married as we planned. 

I think I’ve learned my lesson. I told the 
judge I should go to jail. I don't think the 
judge was too rough. I think the sentence 
was light. 

The judge said normally I would have 
got ten days but that I was honest and that 
I knew I was wrong. 

I'll always remember being sent to jail. 
It’ll be a heck of a long time before you 
catch me ever taking another drink. 
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FOR DRIVING while drinking: a week in jail. Huff 
served out his sentence working on the prison farm.

Men's Worst Mistakes

3. Not knowing how to take care of 
suits at home and how tostay neat while 
traveling. Good luggage helps here.

Tips on Choosing a Suit 


In the first place, says Prof. Hum- 
phrey, who is on Cornell’s Home Eco- 
nomics College staff, most men don’t 
realize that roughly two-thirds of the 
cost of the suit is in the jacket. The 
jacket should be very closely inspected. 
What do you look for in a jacket? 
First, good material. But how can 
you recognize good cloth? This knowl- 
edge comes only with experience. Good 
cloth is (1) durable, (2) holds a press,

(3) won't accumulate dirt, (4) has re- 
siliency and “life.” 

Next, insist on quality tailoring. 
‘“‘Look at the buttonholes,’’ Miss 
Humphrey suggests. Suits priced at 
$45 or more should at least have hand- 
tailored buttonholes. Also, inspect the 
underside of the collar. Hand-tailoring 
(or lack of it) shows there, too. 

Hand-tailoring, if good, is better 
than machine work, Professor Hum- 
phrey says, because it puts more “give” 
into the garment. 

When trying on a suit, she says, pay 
particular attention to the shoulders 
(see photo below). The jacket should 
lie flat, without that loose “horse- 
collar” look. Other tips: 

e Give your suits a rest. Try not to 
wear the same one every day. 

e If you have only one suit, change to 
Slacks as soon as you get home. 

e@ Don’t press a good suit too often. 

e Brush, air it outdoors, once a week. 


The Haberdashery Question 


Shirts can be any fabric, but special 
care should be paid to the fit of the 
collar. A long, thin neck needs a wid 
collar, and vice versa. : 

Socks: Always harmonize them with 
your suit. Don’t wear sport socks with 
a business suit. 

Shoes: The length is less important 
than a comfortable fit. Be sure that the 
widest part of your foot fills the widest 
part of the shoe. 

Ties: Unless your job demands “con- 
servative” designs, you can go all out 
in tie fabrics and design.

Choe Kao wondered: would the Reds 
really strike? Would his family be hurt? Meanwhile Choe Kao went on farming .

A FARMER named Choe Kao looked up 
from his muddy rice paddy one day 
recently and watched the Kuanj-Taipei 
express hurdle by. It was like this every 
day high on the slope of Formosa’s Mount 
Thad San. It was the war. 

The eight-car express was crowded with 
uniforms. You looked this way — and they 
were coming. You looked that way — and 
they were going. Farmer Choe had never 
seen them stop at Thad San. It was no 
place for a war. The dying train whistle 
echoed above the rustle of the rice. Choe 
grunted and resumed digging in the mud. 


It was of little matter to Choe that the 


uniforms on the train sometimes changed. 
First there had been the Japs; they had 
been there when he was born 38 years ago. 
Then there were his countrymen, the 
Chinese Nationalists, who had come in

1945. The Japs were sent home. Now the 
troop train was rolling again. 

For Choe and some five million other 
Formosa farmers, war brings little change 
in daily life. In the morning, Choe is still 
out in his field by six—after his warm bowl 
of rice —tending his two-and-one-half- 
acres of rice, his sweet potato, turnip and 
cabbage patches and his two pigs. His day 
is hard and long, for Choe is a family man 
with seven mouths to feed—he has a wife, 
a daughter and four sons. 


A Middie-Class Farmer 


By Formosan standards, Choe is neither 
rich nor poor. He has a cozy mud and clay 
house, topped with a roof of thatch. Inside, 
there are no partitions. A smouldering 
wood fire on a stone shelf marks the 
kitchen area. The couple's bed stands in
